The petroleum resources of this coun- 
try constitute the subject of a valuable 
report by Dr. David T. Day, the special 
expert of the United States Geological 
Survey, which we publish elsewhere in 
the current issue of the Reporter. Dr. 
Day’s monograph is based on his study 
of the developments during 1908, and 
it comprises every detail to mark the 
paper as one of the most comprehen- 
sive expositions of the subject ever 
prepared by any official source in this 
country. The conciseness of publica- 
tion of statistics, affording a ready 
reference to all of the more material 
results of the author’s investigations, 
will particularly commend itself to the 
average reader. Every State in which 
petroleum has been discovered in de- 
terminable quantities is treated in the 
order in which the importance of its 
production merits, and in the consider- 
ation of the sections where the prom- 
ised development of the industry has 
as yet assumed little of a tangible

oil well in this country, 
Pa., on August 27, 1859, 
ing an occasion for some interesting 
comparisons. In the forty-nine years 
the industry has been under develop- 
ment nearly two billion barrels of oil 
have been produced, the value of which 
is placed at one and three-quarters bil- 
lion dollars, or more than half the 
value of all the country’s gold for the 
same period and more than the entire 
value the silver produced in twice 
as many years. It is especially signifi- 
cant that the output of petroleum last 
year exceeded in value the production 
of gold and silver combined by more 
than two million dollars. 

This latter comparison presages a 
surpassing record of petroleum produc- 
in this country during 1908 and 
statistics shown in the report give it 
realization, the total being 179,572,479 
barrels, valued at $129,706,258, against 
166,095,335 barrels ($120,106,749) in 1907 
and 126,493,936 barrels ($92,444,735) in 
1906. It is needless to carry the com- 
parison to a further extent, the earlier 
years failing to approach the record of 
the specified periods. This gain in the 
1908 production over that of the for- 
mer year, amounting to nearly eight 
and one-eighth per cent., was in the 
face of generally adverse conditions. 
The great increase in the 1907 over the 
1906 total had taxed to such an enor- 
mous extent the producing formations 
in all of the established fields and cre- 
ated such a heavy surplus of stock that 
a further expansion during 1908 was not 
regarded as a logical sequence. Then 
damaging floods, incapacitating the 
pipe line system, and disastrous cloud- 
bursts, destroying a large number of 
oil tanks, were experienced in Okla- 
homa, while in the Eastern fields ope- 
rations were seriously interfered with 
by an unusual period of drought. 

Oklahoma maintained its lead of the 
petroleum States during 1908, but the 
prestige it enjoyed over California by 
nearly four million barrels in 1907 was 
materially curtailed last year, a dif- 
ference of less than one million barrels 
marking the output of the two _ pre- 
mier producing States. The disparag- 
ment in yield is more than compen- 
sated for by the unusually favorable 
market advantages the coastal State 
enjoyed last year, enhancing the value 
of its product nearly six million dol- 


of 


tion 


lars more than that of Oklahoma. II- 
linois is again in third rank in the 
1908 column, but the gain in this 
State's production over that of the for- 
mer year constitutes one of the most 
interesting features of the report. The 
1908 total shows 33,685,106 barrels, or 


9,403,133 barrels more than that of 1907, 
representing an increase of nearly 
thirty-eight’ and _ three-quarters’ per 
cent. The relation of Illinois to the 
other producing States is all the more 
noteworthy when it is considered that 
in 1905 petroleum was scarcely recog- 
nized as a commercial asset within its 
limits. The Appalachian fields of New 
York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia and 
Southeastern Ohio, yielding the highest 
grade of petroleum in the country, con- 
tinued on the downward scale last year, 
but this group retained fourth place in 
the producing column. In this connec- 
tion it may be timely to note some 
comparisons suggested by the semi- 
centennial celebration of the drilling of 
the first well in Pennsylvania. To the 
time of this event petroleum was prac- 
tically an unknown product of the 
earth's formation in this country, and 
the establishment of this important in- 
dustry is credited to the successful out- 
come of Colonel Edwin L. Drake's ven- 
ture. During 1859 but one other well 
was completed in the Pennsylvania 
field and the total output that year 
reached 8,500 barrels. The expansion 
of operations was steady during the 
following years, extending to neigh- 
boring States in which the producing 
formation was traced, and in 1900 the 
highest mark of results was reached at 
36,152,937 barrels. Within the last 
eight years a gradual decline in the 
yield of the Pennsylvania fields has 


been noted, and there are unmis- 





takable evidences that the keenest 
zeal of operators in prospecting new 
territory of promise will not yield re- 
turns to mitigate the effect of the 
Severe drain of many years’ drilling 
and pumping upon the oil-bearing 
sands. Of the various fields compris- 
ing the Pennsylvania classification, 
West Virginia was the only one to con- 
tribute more favorable results last 
year. Wildcatting was more or less of 
a feature in some parts of the State, 
and fairly encouraging returns were 
experienced in Brooke and _ Ritchie 
counties. Ranking next in the relative 
value of its product comes the Lima 
(Northwestern Ohio) and Indiana field. 
The decrease in this production was 
more marked than in that of the Penn- 
Sylvania field. A moderate increase in 
the output of Texas and Louisiana last 
year, but the more favorable showing 
as to production nullified by the 
material depreciation in value by @ 
groundless fear of overproduction from 
two of the newer districts. 

Among the other States 
petroleum on a comparatively small 
scale, the best results last year weré 
accomplished in Colorado, the returns 
from which record a total of 379,653 
barrels, against 272,813 barrels for 1907. 
The proximity of Missouri to the pro- 
lific fields of Illinois proved an incen- 
tive to considerable development work 
in the former State last year, but the 
results were, on the whole, disappoint- 
ing and the output, including that of 
Michigan, with which it is grouped in 
Dr. Day's report, reached the insignifi- 
cant total of 15,246 barrels. Dr. Day 
regards Wyoming as probably the most 
promising of the States which have so 
far been subjected to comparatively 
slight development. Some of the wells 
furnished an oil of a grade that ap- 
proached the high gravity of the East- 
ern fields, but a lack of transportation 
and market has so far proved a check 
to eperations. Little progress was ex- 
perienced in Utah, while the possibili- 
ties of Oregon are still more or less of 
an enigma. 

Another feature of Dr. Day's paper 
is the consideration given to the con- 
sumption of fuel oil by railroads last 
year. Despite an increase in the length 
of line operated by the use of fuel oil, 
15,474 miles, against 13,593 miles in 
1907, the consumption during 1908 was 
not up to the former total, comparative 
figuies being 16,889,070 and _ 18,855,691 
barrels. The estimated mileage cov- 
ered by oil-burning engines in 1908 was 
64,347,357 miles, an average of 3.81 miles 
per barrel of oil consumed, while that 
in 1907 was 74,197,144 miles, an average 
3.9385 miles per barrel of oil.

The promise to eliminate this highly 
objectionable question followed a con- 
ference in this city last week between 
two officials of the Census Bureau, a 
representative of the Reporter, and 
members of the local trade who have 
been in close co-operation with the Re- 
porter on the question. To what ex- 
tent these Government officials can ex- 
ercise their influence toward the de- 
sired end is a question that is ren- 
dered more pertinent at this time by 
the information from our Washington 
correspondent, published in the news 
columns of this issue, that the advisers 
selected by the Director of the Census 
to draft the schedule of interrogatories 
are almost exclusively doctors of phil- 
osophy, without a solitary manufac- 
turer Or man of business experience. 
This announcement is not calculated to 
create the most favorable impression 
in the business world, for if the the- 
ories of economists are to dominate the 
modus operandi of the census the 
average manufacturer and merchant 
may well doubt the success of the plan 
to place the compilation of the statis- 
tics of the country’s manufactures on 
a practical and equitable commercial 
basis, 

Early in 1905 the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus drafted a set of questions for the 
census of 1905 and the Reporter at that 
time pointed out editorially that many 
of these questions must inevitably be 
regarded as an attempt to exact pri- 
vate business secrets under the 
threat of a heavy fine or a year’s 
imprisonment, and we characterized 
the methods as _ unwise, unneces- 
sarily inquisitorial and highly  ob- 
noxious. Following the publication 
of this article a storm of protest was 
raised by leading business men in the 
various branches of trade covered by 
the Reporter, and the department at 
Washington was quick to realize that 
its program of procedure had been 
too radical, and it sought to placate*the 
overwhelming opposition by a qualifi- 
cation that questions deemed too per- 
sonal or pertinent need not be an- 
swered, and the refusal to answer any 
specific question was left to the dis- 
cretion of those addressed. Acting 
under the spur of the Reporter’s ag- 
gressive policy, several trade associ- 
ations at our instance joined the issue 
and condemned the department's atti- 
tude in unequivocal terms. Prominent 
among these were the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Associ- 
ation, the National Petroleum Associ- 
ation, and the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation. So pro- 
found an impression was made by the 
manifestations of popular censure that 
the then Director of the Census, recog- 
nizing the value of commercial co- 
Operation, agreed to attend a confer- 
ence in this city, which was held at 
the suggestion of the Reporter, and at 
which he made a pledge that in the 
compilation of the next census sched- 
ules greater deference would be ac- 
corded to the opinions of business men 


and associations of commercial re- 
sponsibility. 
The last clause of section eight of 


the census bill provides that the form 
and subdivision of inquiries necessary 
to secure the information shall be de- 
termined by the Director of the Cen- 
sus, and we think it is unfortunate that 
in his selection of advisers to aid him 
in the preparation of the schedules he 
did not include men actively engaged in 


commerce rather than to confine his 
selection to those engaged in pro- 
fessional pursuits. The trade,  how- 


ever, may take some comfort out of 
the fact that the Director of the Cen- 
sus means, at least, to obtain the ideas 
of business men, as is evidenced by 


the conference held in this city last 
week, to which we have already re- 
ferred, but whether the members of 


his staff who are charged with obtain- 
ing these views will be’ able to con- 
vince the scholastic advisers of their 
chief that the suggestiéns of business 
men should be carried 6ut, remains to 
be seen. The Director of- the Census 
certainly has the power to frame a 
series of interrogatories, answers to 
which will be readily forthcoming, in- 
stead of perpetuating questions which 
will continue to antagonize the busi- 
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ness interests of this country, and the 
answers to which can serve no useful 
purpose. Will he do it?

THE DUTY ON LEAD. 


In another column of this issue of the 
Reporter we reprint from the Evening 
Post of recent date a letter from John 
M. Peters relating to the duty on lead 
and lead products. Mr. Peters points 
to the fact that while the new law re- 
tains the Dingley rates on lead in the 
ore and pig lead, it reduces the rates 
on all of the products and makes the 
difference between the metal and all 
of the manufactured articles narrower 
than it was in the bill as originally 
passed by the House, which 
considerable reduction from the Ding- 
ley rates on everything but lead in the 
ore. To this inconsistency he voices 
the natural objection of the manufac- 
turers of lead products, and lays par- 
ticular stress on their further objection 
to having this form of revision paraded 
before the public by the apologists for 
the new law as an instance of “re- 
vision downward,” inasmuch as the re- 
tention of the high rates of the Dingley 
law on the metal still leaves the duty 
so high on all of the products, in spite 
of the discriminating reduction in the 
differentials, that consumers will not be 
benefited by any competition from 
abroad, At the same time he suggests 
that the duty on white lead is now so 
low that its importation is not an un- 
possibility.

This suggestion is so interesting that 
the Reporter has thought it worth 
while to ascertain to what extent the 
new law might menace this branch of 
the lead industry. The rate of duty on 
white lead, in the bill as_ finally 
adopted, is two and a half cents per 
pound, as against two and seven-eighths 
cents under the law of 1897. For some 
time past the price of Spanish pig lead 
in London has averaged about $2.65 per 
hundred pounds. The normal difference 
between pig lead and dry white lead 
in London is sixty cents per hundred, 
which would make that pigment, say, 
$3.25 f. o. b. London, With a duty of 
$2.50, plus freight and insurance, dry 
white lead obviously, therefore, could 
not be laid down here in competition 
with the domestic product. But with 
lead in oil the situation is somewhat 
different. The English grinder has, on 
the average, an advantage of about an 
eighth of a cent per pound on his lead 
in paste form, in the cost of the oil it 
contains, and this, with the lower cost 
of operating his plant, enables him to 
turn out lead in oil at an average of 
not over fifty-five cents per hundred 
pounds above the price of dry lead, in- 
cluding large packages. At $3.25 for 
dry this would give approximately 
$3.80 f. o. b. London for lead in oil, or 
$6.30, plus freight and _ insurance, 
landed in New York, duty paid. 

It will be seen from this that while 
at the present cost of pig lead in Lon- 
don and the prices prevailing here on 
white lead in oil there would be no 
margin for commissions or other sell- 
ing expenses, the measure of protec- 
tion is so narrow that any action by 
the smelting interests here which 
might compel corroders to advance the 
price on their product, unless it were 
coincident with an advance in the cost 
of pig lead abroad, could easily open 
the door to foreign competition in 
white lead in oil. Inasmuch as the 
duty is specific it is not affected by 
foreign valuations, and a_ foreign 
grinder who desired to make a specially 
close price could do so without fear of 
the United States customs appraisers, 
The domestic corroader, meantime, 
would be prevented from availing him- 
self of the cheap sources Of supply 
which his foreign competitor enjoys, by 
the duty of two and an eighth cents on 
pig lead, which, at the present time, 
would make foreign pig lead cost about 
$4.90 per hundred, duty paid, New 
York. From these figures it is ap- 
parent that without exposing them- 
selves to the danger of competition 
from abroad in pig lead, the domestic 
smelters could, at the present time, put 
the price of this commodity at a figure 
which would compel corroders to ad- 
vance their prices so far above the 
parity of London that importations of 


white lead in oil would be _ possible. 
This could not be done at a price which 
would give the consumer any advan- 
tage, but it might be taken advantage 
of by a foreign grinder as a means of 
unloading a surplus, and to this extent 
it would injure the domestic corroder. 
To offset this danger, however, is the 
fact that anything which reduced the 
sales of the domestic manufacturer 
would in time affect the mining and 
smelting interests by lessening to the 
same extent the home consumption of 
their metal, and it is this commercial 
interdependence of the several domes- 
tic rather than the act of 
Congress, that probably will protect the 
manufacturers of lead products from 
foreign competition, which is cer- 
tainly nearer a possibility under the 
present law than it was even under the 
Wilson act.

Press dispatches from Orange, Texas, 
report that considerable interest is be- 
ing displayed in regard to certain ex- 
periments made there by a Mr. Sar- 
geant with camphor trees. Mr. Sar- 
geant’s experiences as the originator 
of the plant in Texas are reported suc- 
cessful, many trees being credited with 
a growth of from 10 to 20 feet high. 
The possibilities of the growth are esti- 
mated at $1,600 an acre, 


The manufacture of tannin from the 
wood of the Spanish chestnut in Cor- 
sica has prospered, according to a 
British consular report. There are four 
factories at work and the quantity of 
tannin exported has risen from 3,873 
tons in 1897 to 22,032 tons in 1906, being 
an annual average increase of 2,017 
tons. Since then, however, owing to 
local strikes, and Italian competition, 
the quantity has fallen to 15,533 tons 
(19908). 


Fire which broke out in the plant of 
the American Refining Company at 
Twenty-eighth street and Passyunk 
avenue, Philadelphia, on Thursday 
last, resulted in the death of one em- 
ploye, the serious injury of three 
others and damage to the plant to the 
amount of $8,000. The flames originated 
in the boiling over of an exchange 
tank in which the temperature of. the 
oil was being equalized before it went 
into the stills. One still, a brick re- 
ceiving house and a portion of the 
main receiving house were destroyed. 


The British trade correspondent at 
Durban, South Africa, reports that the 
whaling company which has been work- 
ing from that port during the last two 
years has completed the erection of a 
new factory and plant, and expects to 
increase its production of oil very 
largely during the present season. It 
is stated that 106 whales were taken 
during the latter part of last season. 
Arrangements have been made to man- 
ufacture fertilizers from the residue of 
the carcasses of the whales, new works 
having been erected at a cost of nearly 
$75,000 for this purpose.

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A British consular report from San- 
tos, Brazil, states that a branch of 
agricultural industry which promises 
a prosperous future is the extraction 
of vegetable oils. At Ribeirao Preto 
there is a crushing mill for extracting 
castor oil, the mamona, or castor-oil 
plant, thriving all over the State. At 
Sao Paulo, Sorocaba, Jundiahy and 
Tatuhy there are cottonseed oil mills 
which are also doing well, there being 
an excellent home market; great diffi- 
culty, however, has been experienced 
in turning out oil equal in quality to 
the article imported from the United 
States. 


The total exports of palm kernels 
from French West Africa in 1908 were 
27,286 tons, valued in Europe at 10,000,- 
000 francs, equal to $2,000,000. Prices 
ranged from 43 to 325 franes per ton 
in Europe and from 200@320 franes at 
the ports of export. Dahomey is the 
principal producer with 18,811 tons; 
French Guinea, 3,694 tons; Ivory Coast, 
3,351 tons; and Senegal, 1,430 tons. All 
the ports in the Ivory Coast share in 
the trade, while from Senegal the bulk 
comes from the Casamance district. 
From Portuguese Guinea 2,482 tons. 
valued at $117,065, were exported to 
Hamburg in 1907,

A Spanish consular officer states that 
the trade in candles throughout Mo- 
rocco, and more especially at Fez, can 
be regarded as a British monopoly. 
The goods are in great demand and are 
much used by the Moors, who have no 
other means of lighting their houses. 
The American oil company, which has 
a depot for the sale of petroleum, has 
not been able to reduce the sale of 
Britisn candles to any appreciable ex- 
tent. There are two prominent brands, 
viz., a superior line sold at 96c. per 12 
pounds, and another variety sold at 
80c, per 12 pounds. These candles are 
sent in packets of one, two, four, six 
and twelve, to facilitate business. 


Recent advices from Duluth, Minn., 
are to the effect that the Butte and Su- 
perior Copper Company has decided to 
build in Butte a zine concentrating 
plant of 300 tons daily capacity. An 
examination of the company’s property 
at Butte, just conluded, was regarded 
as warranting the company in making 
this installation. The report of the en- 
gineers state that the amount of high 
grade ore in sight is sufficient to keep a 
mill in continuous operation for sev- 
eral years. The company has in hand 
plans covering the erection of concen- 
trator and no time will be lost in arriv- 
ing at details. The contract calls for 
the completion of the plant within five 
months, 


Whale oil to the value of $385,610, the 
quantity being 42,996 barrels, was ex- 
ported from the Faroe Islands in 1908. 
During the last few years the capture 
of whales has declined, as the animals 
have been less numerous in Faroe 
waters than formerly. The profits of 
the Faroese whaling companies have 
consequently diminished. Last season, 
however, the capture of ‘“‘grind’’ whales 
was more successful than for many 
years past. The whaling season lasts 
from May to October. There are now 
thirteen whaling steamers registered at 
Faroese ports. They average twenty- 
five tons and usually carry crews of 
about ten men each. About a year ago 
the Sudero Whaling Company bought a 
second-hand merchant vessel, which 
will be converted into a floating whale 
products factory. 


According to the foreign press in the 
vicinity of the towns of Belsk and 
Schenkur, Russia, there are about ten 
factories that produce rosin, belong- 
ing to local peasants and merchants; 
and there is also a Treasury Timber 
Technical factory. At all these works 
40,000 to 55,000 poods of rosin are made 
annually. Some of them make as much 
as 8,000 poods each, most of them from 
2,000 to 3,000 poods; the smaller ones 
turning out from 500 to 1,000 poods 
each. The price on the spot varies be- 
tween 1 rouble 20 copecks to 1 rouble 
75 copecks per pood. In good years it 
will reach 2 roubles. But last year, in 
view of the large stocks of rosin which 
has been difficult of sale, the price has 
declined to 1 rouble@1 rouble 20 co- 
pecks per pood. The price is usually 
governed by the cost of imported Amer- 
ican rosin, so that in St. Petersburg 
and Moscow it is cheaper by about 10 
to 20 copecks per pood than the Amer- 
ican article marked “G, & H.” The 
Treasury factory produced about 5,000 
poods last year. As the produce of this 
factory is run by steam it is much 
superior to that of the neighboring 
works, and values about 2 roubles per 
pood on the spot.

At Duluth, the seed market was reported 
as quiet during the week and transac- 
tions small. Some covering by shorts in 
October seed was about tne only feature 
of interest. Crushing interests were re- 
ported to have purchased a few small lots 
of seed for November delivery. Cash seed 
in Duluth is selling at about 4c, over 
Minnexpolis. It is expected tuat this dif- 
ference in price will attract shipments ot 
new seed to that market. 

A Duluth publication is authority for 
the statement that there promises to be 
this fall a much more extensive market 
for flax straw than has ever before ex- 
isted. It is said to be in possession of in- 
formation which leads it to believe that 
in the not far distant future flax will be 
grown for the straw and not for the seed. 
Heretofore, the principal and only mar- 
ket for flax straw has been from manu- 
facturers of tow, and the demand was 
limited. However, successful experiments 
are said to have been made during the 
past two or three years to use the flax 
straw for linen making. While not in a 
position to give full particulars as to the 
progress made, the publication in question 
Says that if any producers of flax have 
good, clean straw that could be baled, 
they can secure a market for it by ad- 
dressing the publishers. 

NEW CROP. 

The weather in the Northwest during 
ihe weck has been dry and favorable for 
harvesting. Cutting of flax in Minnesota 
and South Dakota is well advanced. 
Threshing returns show un average yield 
of 10 to 11 bushels to tne acre.

Buyers apparently were forced into the 
market and bought in a small way, pay- 
ing considerably better prices than were 
obtainable a week ago. There were symp- 
toms of a scarcity of spot oil, and where 
sales were made they were invariably for 
immediate shipment. Little or no interest 
was shown in oil for deferred shipment. 
However, one Minneapolis crusher re- 
ported having sold oil for October-April 
shipment on a basis of 4ic. per gallon f. 
o. b. Minneapolis. On this basis, crushers 
are not anxious sellers as they cannot 
buy the future seed. What little future 
seed has been sold to the oil mills was 
worked by speculators who, in turn, are 
not over anxious to sell without first sat-

Eastern buyers are evidently satisfied 
in their own minds that much _ lower 
values will soon rule and are consequently 
holding off until the oil mills begin re- 
ceiving new crop seed freely. 

Crushers generally are optimistic as to 
the outlook for business during the fall 
and winter. Stocks of oil are undoubted- 
ly low, both in the East and West, and 
a good business is in prospect. Spot oil 
for quick shipment sold in Minneapolis 
during the week at 4ic. per gallon f. o. 
b. Minneapolis, in carloads. This quota- 
tion is based on bona fide sales. Earlier 
in the week, oil was reported sold as 
low as 4@45c., but the sales could not be 
verified. 

. LINSEED OILCAKE AND MEAL. 


The export demand for linseed oil cake 
remains quiet. Mills are not in a posi- 
tion to offer cake freely, owing to the 
scarcity of seed. Public stock of seed in 
Minneapolis for the week endng August 

were less than 1,000 bushels. A _ fair 
sized lot of cake was sold for quick ship- 
ment on the basis of $29 per ton f. o. b. 
Minneapolis in bulk. This is equal to 
$29.50 in sacks. Cables have been received 
from importers offering to pay $28 per 
ton for cake for October-November ship- 
ment, and crushers say that, were they 
in a position to accept orders, they could 
probably secure 25c. per ton more. Ar- 
rivals of linseed oil cake on the Continent 
are said to be light and are going into 
immediate consumption. New York ex- 
porters say they believe oil cake will ad- 
vance in price instead of declining, and 
advise oil mills here not to shade their 
quotations any, 

Linseed oil meal for domestic consump- 
tion is firm at $0 per ton f. 0. b, Min- 
neapolis in car loads for quick shipment. 

Three Minneapolis oil mills are working 
to a limited extent. Others are preparing 
to receive new seed and will undoubtedly 
be in operation before the middle of Sep- 
tember.

With the advent of new seed in the 
Northwest there has not been any lessen- 
ing in the demand for the Southwestern 
seed, the only available for this market 
at this time. Crushers are still taking this 
seed, though only one of them has been 
able to secure any quantity of it, and as 
a result only one of the local crushers 
has been running on anything like full 
time. The heaviest buyer of the South- 
western seed here has been one of the 
big seed brokers, and the arrivals have 
been so much more liberal than in former 
goats, up to the present time, that there 
as been an opportunity for some of the 
outside crushers to secure some seed from 
this market. Shipments from Chicago 
have therefore been a little more liberal 
this week than is usual this time of the 
year, and it is understood that the bulk 
of the shipments have been to Toledo. 
Reports from the crop in the Northwest 
are not as rosy as they were at first, 
but there is still no disposition to doubt 
that there will be a tremendous crop 
raised this year. The new seed that has 
been reported has come to the Minneapo- 
ls market, and has all been taken by 
local crushers there. Thus far no North- 
western seed has come here, and little is 
expected for some time, as practically all 
of the Northwestern seed received in the 
Chicago market comes as a secondary 





shipment, and does not reach Chicago as 
a primary market. It will probably be 
another month before all the local crush- 
ers will be in a position to operate their 
mills, and it may be even longer if the 
Northwestern crop does not move as free- 
ly - most of the crushers are hoping it 
will.

Demand is improving for s ot oil due 
to the fact that there is a pat that 
the supply is running short. In some 
quarters it is well known that there is 
little oil to be had, and one of the largest 
of the crushers is said to have practically 
no oil, and probably not enough to supply 
their customers if there should be any 
sudden great demand. Because of this 
fact the market has taken on a firmer 
tone, and while most of the crushers are 
quoting oil at 47c., there are a few asking 
a shade higher. On the other hand some 
are shading the card price a little "Much 
depends on the crusher. One may have a 
fair supply of oil, while another is in 
danger of seeing a depletion of its sup- 
plies before new oil can be available. 
There is a much better tone to the spot 
than there is to the future market, as 
the buyers generally feel that they ' are 
able to secure all the new oil that they 
will need. They are encouraged to the 
belief that prices for oil eventually will 
be lower by the fact that the promise of 
a big seed crop is very bright. Future 
oil, October to May, is quoted freely at 
d4ic., but this seems to be a little high 
for the notions of those users who have 
not already taken on a line of future oil.

There are no avowed candidates for 
the honor of president, but the Commit- 
tee on Nominations, has the matter in 
charge, and several names may be re- 
ported. H, I, Hamilton is the chairman 
of this committee, and it is rumored that 
the committee would be ready to report 
now if they had to. In addition to the 
election of officers there will be much im- 
portance attached to the coming meeting 
for the reason that it is the meeting just 
prior to the national convention to be held 
in Philadelphia in October.

Opium Conference Ineffective. 


The plans to enlist a universal 
ment for the suppression of the 
cious use of opium have had at 
temporary setback, according to 
cently published report of the 
ings of the International Opium 
ence which met at Shanghai last Febru- 
ary. Further investigations and confer- 
ences will probably have to be had before 
an operative system of control for the 
opium trade can be devised. The Amer- 
ican and Chinese delegates are credited 
with the most aggressive attitude at the 
conference and their attempts at the 
adoption of the more radical recommend- 
ations were the means of creating some 
friction. The proposal of the Americans 
to commit the conference to the declara- 
tion that every nation should be free to 
phohibit the importation of opium except 
for medicinal use occasioned the greatest 
controversy. One of the British repre- 
sentatives contended that such a decla- 
ration would virtually amount to the abro- 
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gation of existing treaties, while a Jap- 
anese delegate held that it was not within 
the powers vested in the conference. Con- 
sequently the resolution was rejected. An- 
other American proposal was that the 
conference should take the ground that in 
each of the countries represented opium 
should be used only as a medicine. This 
proposition was flatly opposed by the Brit- 
ish members, and it was defeated.

Consumption of Edible Oils in 


Greece. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 3, 1909. 

Special Agent Julien L. Brode, the cot- 
ton oil expert of the Bureau of Manu- 
factures, has forwarded from Athens the 
following report upon the consumption of 
edible oils in Greece:— 

Greece is a large consumer of edible oil. Her 
population is about 2,500,000, and there is an- 
nually consumed 20,000 to 25,000 tons of oil, or 
about 8 to 10 kilos per capita. Greece has 
been able to produce enough edible (olive) oil 
in full-crop years to supply home consump- 
tion, but in short-crop years, which happen 
almost every alternate year, export trade in 
this commodity suffers. The producers hold 
back considerable oil to supply their own 
needs, and speculators, seeing the situation 
ahead, buy up the available stocks of olive 
oil, and with the protection afforded them by 
the high tariff against the importation of 
other edible oils, are able to sell to consum 
ers in Greece at much higher prices than they 
can obtain in foreign markets where there is 
active competition. At present the commer 
cial grade of olive oil eaten here is being 
sold on the basis of 140 francs ($27.02) per 
100 kilos, loose, wholesale. The best price 
obtainable for this same grade in foreign 
markets is 116 to 120 francs ($22.38 to $23.16) 
per 100 kilos.

In average sea- 
sons about 50 per cent. of the crop is ex- 
ported, but this season to August 1 there has 
been only about 6,000 tons exported, and most 
of this was from stocks carried over from 
the 1907-8 production. Only about 10° per 
cent. of the oil produced would be classed as 
strictly edible. This comes mostly from Corfu 
and Paxi, and is exported largely to France 
and Italy. The other oil is used in foreign 
markets for commercial uses, but in Greece it 
is used for edible purposes. It is dark, fruity, 
and odorous. The pres@mt retail price is 2.25 
drachmas per oke loose, or about 15 cents 
per pound. 

The growing olive crop is in very good 
condition and a full average crop is expected. 
September is the critical month, and until 
that is passed close predictions are difficult. 
The new oil is expected about November 20. 
Those who are in close touch with the situa- 
tion look forward to an opening price for new 
olive oil, commercial grade, at about 100 
frances $19.30) per 100 kilos loose, and later a 
decline in price if the crop matures up to 
present prospects. The present stock of olive 
oil in Greece is thought to be only nominal. 

The present value of American cottonseed 
cil, prime summer yellow, is about 74 francs 
($14.28) per 100 kilos ec. i. f. Athens (6% 
cents per pound), which with the customs duty 
(1 drachma per oke = 9.6 cents per pound) 
and 4 per cent. for municipal taxes added, 
brings the wholesale price to about 17% cents 
per pound. Were cottonseed oil allowed to 
enter at a reasonable duty the commercial 
grades of olive oil, by a mixture of cotton- 
seed oil, could be brought up to a _ higher 
standard of edibility and sold for less money. 
Those not preferring the olive-oil flavor could 
get for almost half the price an oil even more 
wholesome than the low olive oil being used. 
The producer could sell the stocks he is 
holding for his own use at high prices and buy 
in the cheaper substitutes. The exporter hav- 
ing more stocks at his disposal could supply 
his customers abroad, and on account of this 
increase in exports the wealth of Greece would 
increase to that extent. The only parties in 
Greece benefited by the present high duty on 
cottanseed oil are the speculators. 

OBSTACLES TO GROWTH OF TRADE. 


Until March last the duty on cottonseed oil 
was only 30 drachmas ($7.72) per 100 okes 
(equals 2.8 cents per pound), which was sutf- 
ficiently high to keep out cottonseed oil except 
in short olive crop years. A Constantinople 
dealer shipped in February last twelve barrels 
of cottonseed oil to Athens for a trial ship- 
ment, and as the oil filled a need more was 
wanted, The dealer sold 100 barrels at 77 
francs ($14.86) c. i. f. Athens, After the oil 
was en route, but before its arrival in Athens, 
some of the olive oil speculators heard of the 
shipment and raised an agitation against it. 
It was publicly declared that oleo oil and cot- 
tonseed oil were made out of unwholesome ma- 
terials; that they were poisonous and would 
cause an epidemic of cholera morbus if al- 
lowed to enter Greece. Oleo oil was bitterly 
attacked on the ground that it was made from 
earcasses of all kinds of dead animals and 
shipped out of America because the laws pre- 
vented its sale there; cottonseed oil was at- 
tacked on the ground that its importation in 
Greece would hurt the fair name of Grecian 
pure olive oil in foreign markets, and that an 
adulteration of it with olive oil almost de- 
fied detection. These arguments against oleo 
oil raised an indignant protest from the Amer- 
ican shippers of this product. The duty on 
oleo oil was not raised over 40 drachmas per 
100 okes (equals 4 cents per pound, including 
municipal tax), whereas the duty on cottonseed 
oil was placed at 9.6 cents per pound, an in- 
erease of 284 per cent, The 100 barrels of 
cottonseed oil were rejected on their arrival 
in Greece and were reshipped to Saloniki and 
resoid at a loss of 7,000 francs, or 50 per cent. 
of the value of the lot. 

The pure food laws of many countries now 
prohibit the sale of mixed olive oil under the 
name of pure Olive oil, so the people look not 
to the source of supply to judge the purity of 
the oil, but to their own government to protect 
them. An adulteration of less than 1 per cent. 
of cottonseed oil in olive oil is detectable. An 
analysis of pure cottonseed oil will show it to 
contain nothing impure or harmful, but, on the 
other hand, will demonstrate it is highly 
nutritious. All of these facts have now been 
brought to the attention of a member of the 
yreek Parliament. He states he is convinced 
of the injustice of the present high duty against 
cottonseed oil, and has promised at the first 
opportunity to introduce a bill in Parliament 
providing for a lower rate. The retailers of 
Athens, visited by the writer, are strongly in 
favor of the importation of cottonseed oil. 
They state that at such a season as the pres- 
ent, owing to high prices of olive oil, con- 
sumption has decreased materially and had 
they a cheaper oil to sell considerable more 
would be used, which would of course increase 
their business. What little cottonseed oil they 
handled before the high duty was imposed 
made a good impression on them and their 
customers. They hope for a lower duty on the 
cottonseed oil and will use their individual 
efforts in this direction,

the French Congress which on July 13, 

1909, passed a law, to take effect three 

years hence, prohibiting the use of white 

jead in paint, Consul John C, Covert, of 

Lyons, has made the following brief but 

interesting report to the Bureau of Manu- 
factures:— 

Six months ago this consulate 
the labor unions of France had _ 
petitioned the Congress to prohibit the use of 
white lead in paint, alleging that it was very 
injurious to health. The Congress referred the 
question to a special committee, which made a 
thorough investigation of the subject in eighty 
six of the eighty-eight departments of France, 
as well as in Algeria and Tunis, and reported 
that of 194 journeymen painters who were sick 
in the hospitals investigated in 1904 only 27 
were sick from diseases caused by the use of 
white lead. The report said:—‘‘The committee 
has not been able to discover any of the ray- 
ages from the use of white lead attributed to 
it by the labor unions. The death rate among 
house painters is very low, averaging only one 
in every 7,000 or 8,000 painters."’ The report

The spot market was lacking in new 

interest during the week owing to the 

practical absence of supplies, In- 


quiries are mostly confined to business 
in far-off positions. Large interests 
were reporting prices unchanged at $31 
@31.75 for cake, as to position. Meal 
was quietly firm on the spot, with in- 
quiries also mostly for far-off de- 
liveries. The quotation is nominally 
unchanged at $33. 
Cottonseed Oil. 

A steady advance in prices has taken 
place in the local cotton oil market dur- 
ing the interval and the movement 
has been spirited, trading being char- 
acterized by large lot orders and gen- 
erally heavy buying. As intimated in 
these reports some time ago, the Sep- 
tember tenders were considerably 
smaller than general expectations and 
refining interests experienced compara- 
tively little difficulty in absorbing all 
the oil which came on the market. 
The fact that a leading refining in- 
terest is in control of practically all of 
the old crop cotton oil is conceded by 
the trade generally and the market at 
the moment reflects a very firm tone, 
with the tendency decidedly upward. 
Bids for round lots of September, Oc- 
tober and spot oil at current prices 
have been frequent and have been pro- 
ductive of only moderate offerings, 
thereby demonstrating the well con- 
trolled position of the present market. 
At intervals there was evidence of buy- 
ing by the shorts, who have come to 
realize their situation is rather serious 
in the nearby months. Purchases for 
consuming account have also been 
more liberal, and practically all the 
large consuming industries have ope- 
rated to a more or less degree. Sig- 
nificant in the week’s buying was the 
operations by interests usually identi- 
fied with the compound trade. This in- 
dustry has displayed little concern re- 


garding oil movements of late and 
its return to market activity is con- 
sidered a very favorable feature. 


Foreign consumers have bought quite 
extensively of the nearby months and 
show renewed interest in the late op- 
tions. Most of the week’s foreign busi- 
ness has been booked for the North 
of Europe. The export movement from 
this port for the interval was 5,904 bar- 
rels, from other ports 4,608 barrels, 
making a total of 10,512 barrels. The 
crude oil market has responded to the 
advance in refined. Early sales were 
reported at 4.338c. and later ones at 
4.60c. Quotations at the close ranged 
from 4.538@4.67c., according to position 
and location. The upward tendency of 
the refined market has made crude 
holders conservative and offerings have 
not been on a liberal scale. The week's 
outside developments have all proved 
of bullish significance. Lard has firmed 
up on small available stocks and the 
continued high prices for live hogs. 
City tallow has advanced in sympathy 
with lard and an improved consuming 
demand. Vegetable oils, and, in fact, 
all oils and greases, are distinctly firm. 
Lard compound is moving freely both 
for foreign and domestic use, and 
plants are running full capacity to 
keep abreast with specifications. Pre- 
vailing prices range from 754@8c., ac- 
cording to brand and quantity. Cotton 
shows an advance. The crop report of 
the Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates the average condition of the cot- 
ton crop on August 25 at 63.7 per cent. 
of a normal crop, as compared with 
76.1 per cent. on August 25, 1908; 72.7 
on August 25, 1907, and 73.6, the average

The week’s developments in the fields 
of the Pennsylvania classification have 
not been attended with the same note- 


worthy results as were reported pre- 
viously and wells of the gusher type 
are conspicuous by their absence in the 
current week's returns. The remark- 
able producer of the former week, that 
of the Shinnston pool of Harrison 
county, West Virginia, which regis- 
tered 1,800 barrels a couple of days 
after it was brought in, has continued 


to eclipse every other development in 
the high grade fields. For several days 
of the current week it maintained a 
gratifying record, between 1,650 and 
1,750 barrels a day, but later its ca- 
pacity has shown a_ weakening tend- 
ency, a little more than 1,300 barrels 
being reported. The production of the 
Shinnston field has experienced a sim- 
lar setback, a late report giving its to- 
tal as 3,000 barrels a day. The bring- 
ing in of this extraordinary well has 
naturally proved the keenest incentive 
to drilling operations to determine the 
possibilities of an extension. Dusters 
were encountered in nearly every di- 
rection from the center of interest, but 
in the Eagle district of Harrison coun- 
ty, one mile east of Alliance, a more 
favorable showing resulted in a 315 
barrel producer. Lincoln and Ritchie 
counties maintain the lead in West 
Virginia completions, and the week’s 
results are sufficiently encouraging to 
sustain interest in operations there. 
Work in Southeastern Ohio has been 
prosecuted on a fairly active scale, but 
little of importance is noted in the 
week’s returns. More than the usual 
number of dry holes ‘were recorded. 
The deep sand territory of Perry and 
Fairfield counties attracts principal at- 
tention in the section. The August re- 
port for the Pennsylvania fields indi- 
cates a slight decrease in completed 
work and a gain in the duster list as 
compared with July statistics, but the 
new production last month was a 
trifle above that of the fermer period. 
The Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio 
and Indiana have been uneventful so 
far as new operations are concerned. 
The exceptional producer in Wood 
county, Ohio, previously noted, has 
shown unusual staying powers. The 
weakening of gas pressure and the 
flood of salt water have caused the 
abandonment of a large number of 
wells in Indiana, and fear is ex- 
pressed over the future of the field un- 
less conditions are relieved. A slight 
decline is recorded in completions and 
new production in the Lima fields dur- 
ing August, as compared with the July 
report. Advices from our Kentucky

| correspondent report the bringing in of | 


what seemed promising for a fair pro- 
ducer in the Burning Springs district 
of Clay county, the first completion in 
the county. The 400 barrel gusher in 
the Mt. Pisgah district of Wayne 
county, a development of the former 
week, ‘was reported to be holding up at 
a eratifying rate. Activity continues 
to mark the Illinois fields, but the 
week’s completions are not up to those 
of the former period, and there was a 
corresponding decline in the new pro- 
duction. Wildcatting is still in prog- 
ress far in advance of the established 
fields, but little of an encouraging 
character has been evidenced as yet. 
The August report of Illinois is less fa- 
vorable than that of the former month 
both as to completions and new pro- 
duction. Our mid-continent field cor- 
respondent, reviewing August condi- 
tions, writes of a general slump in 
drilling operations, not a district of the 
entire field failing to show a decrease 
in completions as compared with the 
previous month. The comparatively 
small volume of new work in progress 
at the close of August indicates that a 
further falling off in operations is like- 
ly to be experienced during the current 
month. Less oil is being handled by 
the pipe line companies, but the car- 
riers are still far from being able to 
take care of the field’s production. De- 
spite the unfavorable status of the in- 
dustry in Oklahoma, more or less wild- 
catting is in progress throughout the 
field. The leading developments have 
Seen the drilling of a 1,500 barrel well 
aear Okmulgee, and the completion of 
three other tests of about equal capac- 
ity near the Bald Hill district. It is 
probable that two new pools may be 
the outcome of these operations, ap- 
proaching the magnitude of the Glenn 
pool. 





Refined and Products. 


The local market for refined has 
been more active during the week, 
principally through the heavier volume 
of business for foreign account, 
Clearances were again extensive, after 
the slump of the previous week, our 
record showing a total of 13,572,230 gal- 
lons, against 5,466,855 gallons, as for- 
merly noted. Of the current quantity 
7,445,000 gallons were carried by the 
tank fleet. No additional engagements 
for forward shipment were reported. 
Domestic trading assumed more satis- 
factory proportions, with the outlook 








favorable for steady seasonable im- 
provement. Prices rest on an _ un- 
changed basis and the market com- 
mands increasing confidence. 

The market for the products has 
been without new feature or interest, 
but the demand for motor and gas en- 
gine consumption has continued of 
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steady dimensions and stocks are kept 
within moderate limits. The week's 
movement of naphtha for export em- 
braced 169,840 gallons, against 1,769,760 
gallons previously. Values have under- 
gone no quotable change. 

The following tank steamers cleared 
from New York during last week with 
refined petroleum, naphtha, residuum 
and crude in large quantities:—The 
German steamer Prometheus for Flush- 
ing (for orders) with 2,615,000 gallons re- 
fined; the Dutch steamer American for 
Antwerp with 1,555,000 gallons refined; 
the Spanish steamer Ciudad de Reus 
for Palma, Spain, with 693,930 gallons 
crude; the German steamer Deutsch- 
land for Flushing (for orders) with 
1,675,000 gallons refined; the British 
steamer Tioga for Dublin with 904,840 
gallons residuum, and_ the British 
steamer Delaware for Avonmouth with 
1,600,000 gallons refined. Three char- 
tered vessels also cleared with refined 
case oil. They were:—The_ British 
steamer Indramayo for Taku Bar and 
Newchwang, with 204,298 cases; the Ger- 
man bark Willy Rickmers for Ran- 
goon with 86,157 cases, and the British 
steamer Vancouver for Chinkiang and 
Shanghai with 100,000 cases. 

Advices on the Russian situation re- 
cord no change in conditions of prices. 
The London and Liverpool markets are 
equally uneventful, Our Roumanian 
correspondent writes of a slightly 
easier situation there as a result of | ¢ 
increasing production, but the greatest 
activity still prevails in drilling opera- 
tions. The competition between the 
Roumanian refiners exercises a _dis- 
turbing influence. Advices from 
Galicia note considerable improvement 
in the crude situation with the decision 1 
of the government to afford the required 
financial protection. 
in Galician refined products with Ger- 
many has shown a satisfactory in- 
crease this year. No changes are 
corded in the Indian markets. Prices 
at Shanghai are unaltered, but those 
at Yokohama for American case and 
bulk oil are lower. 


Mineral Oils. - 

Further improvement in the volume 
of business has been reported, the most 
favorable showing being evidenced 
with the turn of the month. Sales for 
domestic account embraced larger pro- 
portions and fairly good transactions 
were effected for export. Under this 
influence the market reflects a steadier 
tendency and there was apparently no 
shading of values for standard grades, 


Paraffine Wax. 

There is no appreciable change in the 
general conditions of the market and 
the demand has continued light and of 
a routine character. With the advance 
of the month dealers await steady im- 
provement in trading. The higher grades 
of crude were reported in moderate 
offering, some of the leading producers 
being well sold ahead. Prices are well 
maintained for all descriptions. Clear- 
ances for the week totaled 
pounds, against 2,460,067 pounds, 
previously reported.

July this was a decrease of 73 wells drilled, 49 
producers, 1 gasser and 23 failures, and a fall- 
ing off of 2,123 barrels new production. In 
July there were 331 completions, 239 oil wells, 
56 failures and 13,062 barrels new 
production, To show how development. work 
nas fallen off in April 406 wells were drilled 
and in May 405 were completed. There is more 
oil being run now than for several weeks, and 
yet the pipe line companies are far from able 
to handle all the production of the field. Tne 
unfavorable and stagnant conditions in the 
field are due almost wholly to unwise agitation 
of a political nature, Had it not been for the 
unfavorable action of the Interior Department 
at Washington for the last five years the Okla 
homa end of the field would have to-day had 
ample pipe line facilities and the producer 
would be able to dispose of his oil. As it is 
he can find no market for a large part of his 
production, his bills are coming due and he has 
no money to pay, and the result is he has had 
to discontinue operations, With a flood of oil 
on hand and with the producer anxious to sell 
the price has gone down; there is no immediate 
prospect of a new pipe line; the department 
at Washington is threatening to bring an ac 
tion against the Prairie Oil and Gas Company, 
the Gulf Pipe Line Company and the Texas 
company in an endeavor to compel them to 
pay $1 a barrel for the oil purchased in Okla- 
homa. With these conditions constantly com- 
ing up, with the obnoxious Yeager strain law 
on the Oklahoma statute books, and with no 
prospects of an immediate change, the mid- 
continent producer can only discontinue opera- 
tion and wait. And that is what he is doing. 

There is a certain amount of drilling and 
there will continue to be, no matter what the 
price of oil or whether there are pipe line fa- 
cilities or not. This is shown by the amount 
of wildcat drilling which is scattered all over 
the field. The drilling in of the Hamilton 
switch well, near Okmulgee, and the comple- 
tion of three big wells east of the Bald 1] 
district, demonstrate that one cannot tell what 
a day may bring forth. The Hamilton switch 
well is a gusher, starting off at about 1,500 
barrels, and the other three tests are of about 
equal size. Informed producers think these 
wells indicate another Glenn pool and possibly 
two of them, Should this prove the case, and 
with no additions to the pipe line facilities, a 
still greater surplus would be created and the 
market would be in danger of still further 


slumps.

Of the in August 25 were 
in Kansas and 223 in Oklahoma. In the north- 
ern end of the field Neosho county led with 12 
completions, Allen county was second, with 10 
completions, and Wilson county third, with 6. 
Montgomery county, which used to complete 
70 to 100 wells a month in the palmy days, 
only drilled 5 wells in August and only has 
one well drilling at this time. There is hardly 
an oil man who does not believe that under the 
big gas will be found oil gushers. Of the 35 
wells drilled in Kansas in August 28 were 
gassers. There were only two oll wells. 

In Oklahoma 6 wells were drilled in the 
Osage, i54 in the Cherokee and 61 in the Creek 
Nation. Of the 223 wells 187 were successful 
oil producers, 7 were gassers and 29 were fail- 
ures. The new production amounted to 10,889 
barrels. This was a decrease of 67 wells drilled 
as compared with July, There were 48 fewer 
oil wells, a loss of 5 gassers, a decrease of 14 
failures and a falling off of 2,103 barrels of new 
production.

FIELD NOTES. 


Gunsburg & Foreman have drilled in their 
test on the Wirt Ross land, in 19-27-16, and 
have a 150-barrel well. The well is located in 
the northwest corner of the northeast of the 
southwest quarter of the section. The test put 
down by James Brann on the Bruner, in 24- 
28-16, was drilled to a depth of 750 feet, and 
is a duster. The hope of finding something 
to the north grows slimmer with each succeed 
ing test. <A test is being drilled on the Mark 
Smith, in 30-27-16, as an offset to the big 
well on the Zane to the east. A gasser was 
brought in on the Smith some months ago. 
The Litchfield, Sawyer, Gunsburg and Fore- 
man interests are putting down a test on the 
Annie Lucas allotment in 24-27-15. This is a 
wildeat and is on the theory that the Delaware 
pool may shoot off to the northwest, toward 
Wann or the north pole, Sill & Sawyer are 
putting in a machine on the Henry Canada, in 
section 80, for another test. 

R. L. Henry has been compelled to abandon 
his first attempt to drill a test on the B. B. 
Jackson farm, in 17-25-14, near Oglesby. At 
1,083 feet the hole became so cavy it was im- 
possible to make any further progress, Four 
hundred feet north of this venture is a 10,000,- 
000-foot gasser, and the venture will not be 
given up. The rig will be moved about 25 feet 
and another hole started. Mr. Henry is laying 
a collateral line, about one and a half miles, 
to his Jackson leases, and expects to have it 
completed in a few days. This is of eight-inch 
pipe, and will put him in touch with eight 
more big gassers. 

There is little or no drilling being done in 
the Chanute district at this time. Chanute 
does not depend upon the pipe line agencies 
for a market, but the price of oil there is 
governed by the pipe line price, and drilling 
there fluctuates according to the activity of the 
other parts of the field. The city of Chanute 
is putting in a pumping plant on its Teagle 
lease, east of-that city, and the Kansas Nat- 
ural Gas Company is putting one in on the 
Yount farm, northeast of Chanute. There are 
only about three wells drilling now, H. B. 
Scott is putting down his No. 3 on the Davis, 
in 3-26-18; The Gas Belt Fuel Company is drill- 
ing No. 4, on the McKee, in 15-27-19, and the 
American Oil Company is drilling No, 27, on 
the W. H,. Pierce. R. L, Henry is also drilling 
his No. 4 on the William York, in 23-27-16. 
About 30,000,000 feet of gas was developed in 
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the Chanute district during August. 

The general impression among producers is 
that the government will have to back up on 
its proposition not to accept a reduction in the 
price of oil. The Department of the Interior 
has notified them that they must pay the 
Indian royalty on a basis of 41 cents a barrel 
for the oil produced. The producer does not 
make the market and only gets 35 cents a bar- 
rel. He contends that the government does 
not possess the authority under the contract 
to set the price of the commodity any more 
than it has the right to set the price of coal 
produced from lands leased in the old Indian 
Territory under the same conditions. The pro- 
ducers have refused to concede to the demands 
and Indian Agent Dana H, Kelsey has been 
summoned from Muskogee to Washington to 
consult with Acting Secretary Pierce with ref- 
erence to the matter. There will and can be 
but one outcome, 

There are now fifteen wells drilling in the 
Delaware end of the shallow sand pool, a slight 
decrease over the same district a month ago.

The effect of the turn of the month 
and season has so far been evidenced 
to an intangible extent, but the entry 
upon the new period has prompted a 
generally improved sentiment through- 
out. the trade, and before the passing 
of another week dealers, as a rule, 
await its more material influence on 
trading. Among the price developments 
of the week interest has centered in 
opium, Another’ speculative flurry 
abroad was apparently the only occa- 
sion for the higher level, and there was 
doubt as to its sincerity. However, the 
move is expected to exercise its effect 
on morphine and cocaine in the near 
future. The quinine events at foreign 
quarters were again of bearish signifi- 
cance, but lately prevailing quotations 
remain in effect on spot. Citric acid 
yielded to the primary influences, and 
the abatement of important spot in- 
quiry. Russian cantharides were up- 
ward, in sympathy with conditions 
abroad. C. P. glycerine was established 
at a further advance, and the strength 
of the crude situation is believed to 
warrant a maintenance of the upward 
course of refined. Balsam peru was 
lower on competition. Asafoetida scored 
another advance for standard quali- 
ties, which continue in meager supply. 
Domestic refined camphor prices were 
without further change. Golden seal 
owed its appreciation primarily to the 
force of the country situation. Verona 
orris root reflected more of the influ- 
ence of the primary market. Hore. 
hound leaves were slightly easier on ar- 
rivals. German fennel seed is almost 
out of the market. Heavier arrivals 
of caraway seed caused a lower range.

Another” flurry has enlivened the 
week, the effect being manifested on 
Friday by an unexpected advance to 


$4.50 for cases in the leading quarters. 
The move was attributed solely to spec- 
ulative influences in the primary mar- 
kets, and dealers did not seem to dis- 
play the keenest confidence in the sin- 
cerity of the foreign development. 
There was apparently not the indica- 
tion of local buying interest to support 
the advance, and at the close the mar- 
ket assumed more or less of a nominal 
status. A late test disclosed that $4.40 
for original packages could be done, 
with $4.45@4.50 acceptable for broken 
parcels. For powdered $5.40 seemed an 
inside quotation. Our correspondents 
in the primary markets cabled as fol-

I have to report during this last fortnight 
some small sales for the export trade, but due 
to the last advices from the interior that the 
productive quantity of this year is now as- 
sured not to be over 5,500 cases, two exporters 
of the narcotic bought gradually, in specula- 
tion, 50 cases opium in forcing the prices from 
Ss. 6d. to 10s. Gd. The general opinion now is 
against the speculators, as the market is doubt- 
ful. Nominal prices are for Takmak, Bogh- 
adite, Madem, Ouckak, ete., testing 10%@11% 
per cent. morphia, 10s. 6d.; Talequale adet, 
Karahissar, Axar, Konia, testing 9%@10 per 
cent. morphia, 10s. 3d. per Ib., c. and f. 

The stock in our market of old and of 
crop goods amounts to 1,600 cases. 

Smyrna, Aug. 

The arrivals to date amount to 1,048 cases, 
against 1,265 at the same period last year. 
We have to report a very firm market, with 
sales amounting to 130 cases, 23 of which 
have been bought on speculation and the bal 
ance for consumers. Prices commenced at 10s. 
6d.@11s, 3d., as to quality, and ended at IIs. 
4d.@11s. 94. For very rich Yerli grades buy- 
ers must be prepared to pay any figure between 
12@13s. 

The general opinion is that our crop will not 
exceed 5,500 cases, and, judging from the short- 
age of the arrivals as compared with those o! 
last year (even date), we are inclined to share 
in this opinion. Constantinople and interior 
speculators are buying largely with the inten- 
tion of reselling later on to the trade at higher 
figures.

ACID, CITRIC.—Makers have an- 
nounced a decline of 1c, effective last 
Monday, which established the market 
at 28c. in barrels, and 38%c. in kegs. 
The move was attributed by the de- 
preciation in the basic material abroad, 
augmented by the close of the active 
consuming season. No change was ef- 
fected in the citrates. 

CANTHARIDES.—The local market 
for Russian flies has responded more to 
the stimuluting influences of primary 
conditions, and 65c. for whole and 70c. 
for powdered are now the ruling quo- 
tations. Reports of a short crop would 
seem to be borne out by the difficulty 
some dealers have experienced in car- 
rying their wants abroad. Chinese are 
unchanged, 25@26c. for whole and 32@ 
35e. for powdered prevailing. 

CARNAUBA WAX.—There is no ap- 
preciable change for the better in gen- 
eral trading conditions, but No. 1 is 
firmer at 31@32c., as a result of con- 
tinued scarcity. 

COCAINE.—The market is well sus- 
tained at the recent advance to $2.95@ 
3.15, and some dealers express confi- 
dence in a further appreciation of val- 
ues. Others, however, are not so hope- 
ful of this realization so long as the 
demand continues of its present light 
proportions. 

COCOA BUTTER.—The Amsterdam 
and London auctions are scheduled for 
Tuesday, and rather more interest is 
centred in their outcome, as the season 
is more favorable for consuming opera- 
tions. The Amsterdam offerings com- 
prise 82 tons of Van Houten and 35 tons 
of miscellaneous Dutch brands. The 
goods available at the London sale were 
not announced. Nothing of new inter- 
est has developed in the local market. 

CODLIVER OIL.—The local demand 
has continued seasonably light, but we 
are advised of fairly large sales of Nor- 
wegian for future shipment from pri- 
vate quarters at slightly above the spot 
parity. 

CUTTLEFISH.—There has been no 
material relief of the shortage of large 
jewelers’ bone and it may be difficult 
to find anything of consequence at 50c. 
Small bone is tending firmer at 40@ 
42¢c. 

ERGOT.—Sales of Russian were re- 
ported at 35c. and there seems to be 
less available at this figure. Firmer 
views were also expressed on Spanish. 

GLUCOSE.—The turn of the season 
has occasioned a slight improvement in 
the demand for consuming account, but 
buyers, as a rule, were conservative 
in their operations, the recent decline 
in values tending to check confidence 
in the market. Quotations rest on the 
basis of 2.238c. for 42 degrees. 

GLYCERINE.—Higher prices prevail 
for C. P. at 184%@18%c. for bulk and 








19@19%c. for cases, and with the ap- 
proach of the active consuming sea- 
son increasing confidence is manifested 
in a market that will reflect a more 
commensurate degree of the strength of 
crude abroad. The latter is reported 
practically unobtainable at the usual 
sources of foreign supply and on the 
basis of 1910 figures for soap lye a 19c. 
level for C. P. in bulk on spot is de- 
clared to be fully warranted. Current 
prices for C. P. in the local market 
are said to be the highest since 1884, 
when 21%c. prevailed for bulk, but the 
comparative unimportance of the in- 
dustry at that time renders the com- 
parison of less pertinent significance. 
In a leading quarter where sales of 
dynamite were reported at 17%c, dur- 
ing the previous week no further offers 
were available. Our correspondent 
writes as follows on crude:— 
Paris, Aug. 27, 1909. 

The situation of our glycerine market remains 
very firm, with offers very limited. The prices 
that were practiced are:—Saponification, 172 
francs per 100 kilos, new drums included, pay- 
ment at ninety days’ sight, c. and f. New York, 
for prompt shipment, and 157 francs for 1910 
shipments, same conditions, c. and f. New 
York; lye, 142 francs per 100 kilos, 1909 ship- 
ments; 137 francs for 1910 shipments and 127 
francs for 1911 shipments, above conditions, 
ec. and f. New York. 

GRAINS OF PARADISE.—Available 
supplies have been augmented by late 
arrivals and there are sellers at 18c. 

JAPAN WAX.—The primary market 
is reported upward and 10c. is less free- 
ly named on spot. 

SUGAR OF MILK.—Reports were 
current of attempts to establish more 
harmonious relations between dealers 
withaview of minimizing the effect of 
the sharp competition lately prevalent, 
but substantiation of this rumor was 
lacking. Quotations are still on the 
basis of 8@9c. 

Balsams. 


No further price changes have mark- 
ed the interval, and the market, on 
the whole, has followed more or less 
routine lines. The firs are nominally 
steady at the decline previously noted, 
$6@6.10 for Canada and $1@1.10 for 
Oregon, as to style of package. 

Central and South American copaiba 
has attracted a fair degree of jobbing 
interest, with ruling quotations at 42 
@45c., as to variety and seller. The 
week’s arrivals comprised 25 cases from 
Maracaibo and 10 cases from Trinidad. 
With the possible exception of these 
lots stocks in first hands have been 
well cleared. Direct receivers still hold 
some supplies of Para, the jobbing 
demand for which has been light. 

Peru is easier at the basis of $1.45@ 
1.55, competition and a poor demand be- 
ing the factors for the decline. 


Barks. 


With the close of the cascara sagrada 
peel, dealers await more definite terms 
as to shipment from the coast, but 
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there seems to be little disposition on 
the part of holders to offer freely. The 
lack of important spot inquiry keeps 
local dealers from taking the initiative. 
Values are apparently steady at 8@9c., 
as to age, quantity and seller. 

Under the tariff influence cut and 
crushed soap bark are regarded with 
firmer manifestation, especially cut, for 
which 9@l10c. prevails. Crushed is 
available at unchanged prices, 84%@9c. 

Beans. 


Dealers express more encouragement 
over the extent of consuming demand 
with the turn of the month, and they 
await a more material betterment soon 
after Labor Day, which is frequently 
a period for the resumption of opera- 
tions. In some instances buyers are 
anticipating their requirements fully 
a month, and orders were (entered 
for urgent delivery. Members of the 
local trade believe that many of the 
larger consumers have permitted their 
stocks to reach an unusually low level, 
with the hopes of replenishing at more 
advantageous terms incidental to the 
approach of new supplies. This pros- 
pect, however, does not seem to be 
any nearer realization than ever. Late 
advices from the French markets re- 
flected the same confident tenor on 
Bourbons, with shipment prices still 
above the parity of the cheaper spot 
goods. News of interest to the local 
trade received during the week reported 


the operation of a pure food law in 
Switzerland, which may tend to in- 


crease the consumption of vanilla by 
creating difficulties for the substitu- 
tion of vanilla. Reports of severe 
floods in Mexico raised some concern 
as to whether the vanilla districts may 
have been affected, but so far as the 
best-informed local sources are advised, 


the plantations have not been in the 
devastated districts. No changes are 
to be noted in spot values. While a 


$2.25 quotation was still confirmed for 
Bourbons, it was found to be a more 
exceptional figure, and some of the 
leading holders had cleared their stock 
below $2.50. Of a recent arrival the 
importer stated that the bulk of the 
lots would be held at $2.50. Mexican 
cuts remain at the relatively low level 
of $2.6214@2.75. 

Angostura tonka beans are main- 
tained at $1.10@1.15, and any further 
reaction in values seems doubtful, as 
spot supplies are well controlled and 
no additional lots seem to be avail- 
able for first hands. 

Berries, 

Cubebs retain the same firm posi- 
tion, and dealers are not disposed to 
offer much in excess of jobbing quan- 
tities, owing to the uncertainty of re- 
plenishment at foreign sources. 


Junipers continue in light supply, 
and some holders. restrict sales ‘to 
single bags. There is a firmer tend- 
ency to values, 4%@5c. being more 
generally named, but we find 4%c. yet 
acceptable. 

Late inquiries disclosed a_ general 


shortage of prickly ash berries, but 
one holder being able to fill any orders 
of consequence at 25c. 


Essential Oils. 


The conditions governing this market 
are viewed with slightly improved sen- 
timent and the advance of the month 
is counted upon to establish trading 
on a more satisfactory basis. Dealers 
have experienced gratification over the 
news from Washington that authori- 
ties of the Treasury Department had 
expressed themselves in favor of the 
25 per cent. duty on orange oil rather 
than the $1 per pound tax, which seems 
to have been the arbitrary contention 
of the local officials under the ether 
classification. The question of the duti- 
ability of the oil has, it was stated, 
not come officially before the depart- 
ment at Washington and so far as is 
known no issue has been raised as yet 
before the local board. Practically all 
of the recent importations of orange 
oil, we are advised, have been bonded, 
pending a settlement of the duty ques- 
tion. There is comparatively little in- 
quiry and the market continues to re- 
flect an easy tone, but without further 
change in prices, $1.99@2.10 prevailing. 


of lemon have been received in the 
trade and their range, somewhat below 
the spot parity, would suggest that 
conditions in the primary market have 
been restored to a practically normal 
basis. Bergamot has been reported a 
shade easier for prompt shipment as a 
result of a backward demand. A late 
test of the spot market found nothing 
available below $4 for desirable quality. 
Our correspondent in the primary mar- 
ket writes as follows:— 
Palermo, Aug. 21, 1909. 

Business this week has continued generally 
quiet for lemon and orange, the large buyers 
seeming to have enough of their previous con- 
tracts, which have lasted longer than they ex- 
pected, owing to the absence of hot weather, 
which handicapped this year the consumption of 
these oils, Small orders for retail parcels con- 
tinue to come in and find an easy market at 
nearly unchanged figures. A livening up of 
the market, such as we had last month, was 
expected also during these weeks, as it was 
thought that those contracts made prior to the 
earthquake, on which a six months’ extension 
had been granted, would require completion 
also for shipment at the end of August. How- 
ever, this does not seem to be the case, as no 
such demand has set in. On the other hand, 
holders seem to regard the position with fair 
indifference and they continue to hold their 
own and keep prices nearly unchanged. Also 
for bergamot we have no change to report 
since our last. We quote to-day for guaranteed 
genuine oils of finest quality:—Lemon, 3s. 2%d.; 
sweet orange, 6s. 7d.; bitter orange, 6s. 84d.; 
bergamot, 36@38 per cent. L, E., 16s, 5d., all 
per Ib., f. 0. b. 

The above quotations show a decline 
of 4d, in lemon and of 3d. in bergomot 
as compared with those of the previous 
week. Sweet orange was _ incorrectly 
quoted at 6s. 2d. in the former issue, 
instead of 6s. 7d., as above. 


Practically unchanged conditions 
dominate the peppermint situation. 
The distillation of the new crop is near- 
ing its completion, but most of the 
local dealers find producers in the West 


maintain the same firm control of 
their position. In one quarter the 
Western situation was regarded as be- 


ginning to show signs of relaxation. As 


between growers and dealers the sit- 
uation is about at a standstill. The 
latter, holding fairly good supplies, 


believe they can well afford to remain 
in the background, having nothing to 
gain by taking the initiative.

Whiie no further change is to be 
noted in spearmint, the market is re- 
garded as entirely nominal at $1.60@ 
1.75, and there is little doubt that an 
actual test of the market would dis- 
close more favorable terms to buyers. 

Further advices on lavender are to 
the effect that while the quantity of 
flowers available for distillation is ap- 
parently fully up to last year’s crop 
the yield of oil is a trifle less. Any 
shortage in the current production of 
oil will, it is believed, be overcome by 
the extent of the holdover supplies. 

Higher prices prevail in some quar- 
ters for true almond oil at 55@60c. in 
response to foreign conditions, but we 
find 50c. still in effect on spot. 


Flowers. 


The conditions governing the articles 
of this classification present little of 
noteworthy interest and leading quota- 
tions may be repeated. Hungarian 
chamomiles are receiving a fair degree 
of jobbing attention with values sus- 
tained at 32@35c., as to quality. 

Some dealers have been advised of 
materially higher prices for shipment 
of new lavender flowers, apparently 
based on the unfavorable crop develop- 
ment.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


The past month has shown a meas- 
urable increase in manufacturing ac- 
tivity, and although seasonable quiet- 
ness prevails in some lines, most in- 
dustries are constantly forging ahead. 
The demand for fall and winter ship- 
ments has made itself felt in many de- 
of manufactured products, 
and from reports at hand _ it would 
seem as though textile plants were 
taxed to their capacity to keep up with 
specifications. The recent advance in 
prices of iron and steel products has 
had no retarding influence on the buy- 
ing movement, and business for the 
month just past is said to be unusually 
heavy. The great transportation com- 
panies are continually ordering new 
equipment. With large crops of cereals 
and smail available supplies, east- 
bound tonnage on the railroads is 
bound to be enormous. About the 
only unfavorable reports are those that 
come from the Northern and Eastern 
papermaking sections, where the high 
cost of steam has made manufacturers 
rely on water power to run their 
plants. The summer's drought has left 
the water at such a low state in the 
streams that considerable difficulty is 
being experienced in running the paper 
mills. Labor conditions in some sec- 
tions are not all that could be wished 
for, although present indications are 
more favorable to amicable settlements 
tran heretofore. The money market 
has attracted more interest than of 
late, owing to a slight disposition to 
harden. It is thought that rates will 
gradually become firmer as the time 
for moving the crops from the West 
draws nearer. : 

The market for time money Is 
quoted at 34% per cent. for ninety days 
and 3%@4 per cent. for six months. 
Call money on the Stock Exchange 
has ranged from 2@2% per cent., Fri- 
day’s close being 2 per cent. The 
higher grades of mercantile paper are 
held at 4@4% per cent. for choice four 
and six months’ single names, 4%@5% 
per cent. for others. Bar silver closed 
Friday at 514%c. Mexican dollars were 
44@50. In sterling exchange the rates 
for actual business were $4.8655@4.8665 
demand, $4.8680@4.8690 cables, and com- 
mercial bills $4.844,@4.55. 

The trend of the securities market 
has been upward during the interval, 
and fluctuations have been confined 
within a comparatively narrow range. 
There was an absence of disturbing ru- 
mors, and the bear raiding which was 
prevalent a fortnight ago seemed to 
have spent its force. There was no 
distinction in either class of securities, 
both sharing alike in the upward 
swing. 

At the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Smelting and Refining Company di- 
rectors were re-elected. Over 600,000 
shares of stock were represented. Vice- 
President Brush, who presided, said:— 
“The price of metals has bettered some- 
what, but the earnings of the Smelting 
Company are only slightly dependent 
on metal prices.’”’ The directors de- 
clared the regular quarterly dividends 
of 1% per cent. on the preferred stock 
and 1 per cent. on the common stock. 

Directors of the E. I. du Pont de Ne- 
mours Powder Company have declared 
the regular quarterly dividends of 2 
per cent. on the common stock, pay- 
able September 15 to stock of record 
September 4, and 14 per cent. on the 
preferred stock, payable October 15. 

It is stated by the Federal Mining & 
Smelting Company, whose fiscal year 
came to an end on Tuesday, August 31, 
that the figures for its gross and net 
earnings indicate some recovery over 
the previous year, although the price 
of metals has shown practically no im- 
provement and the demand still fails 
to exhaust the supply. In fact, the

Directors of the General Chemical 
Company have declared the regular 
quarterly dividend of 1% per cent. on 
the preferred stock, payable Oct. 1. 

The securities of the National Lead 
Company have ruled steady throughout 
the week, and comparatively little 
stock has been offered at the current 
level of prices. According to reports, 
the month just ended was one of the 
most profitable Augusts in the history 
of the company. The trend of the 
company’s earnings has been consist- 
ently upward during the last few 
months, and many of the departments 
are breaking all previous records for 
orders, It is stated that every one of 
the plants is working at full capacity. 
The demand for white lead in the East 
is sufficiently large to warrant large 
shipments from the Western factories. 
Ordinarily the Eastern plants turn out 
enough of the substance to supply the 
Eastern market, leaving the Western 
plants free to take care of local de- 
mands.

Of 
the 500 or more manufacturing can- 
cerns eligible to membership, it is be- 
lieved that at least 200 will have been 
enlisted by the first of next year.

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PETROLEUM NOTES 








The first completion in Clay county, 
Kentucky, was credited with showing 
for a fair producer. The location was 
in the Burning Springs district and ihe 
pay sand encountered at 360 feet. 


At Scottown, Ludlow township, 
Washington county, Ohio, the Carter 
Oil Company’s No. 2 on the James 


M. Adams farm has declined to 70 bar- 


rels a day, the lowest since it was 
drilled in. 
A Bowling Green, O., report states 


that during a heavy electrical storm a 
few days ago lightning fired three oil 
tanks of the Ohio Oil Company at 
Cygnet, each containing 35,000 barrels, 
causing a probable loss of $100,000. 


A San Francisco dispatch reports 
that the decision of the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad to revert to the use of oil 
for its engines on the line between 
Sparks, Nev., and Ogden, Utah, means 
the consumption of about 2,500 barrels 
daily, 


In the Rowells run extension in Har- 
per district, Roane county, W. Va., the 
Carter Oil Company has drilled \No. 6 
on the Radker & Co. farm through the 
Berea grit and has a 75-barrel pro- 
ducer. This location is 1,800 feet west 
of No. 3 on the same farm. 


The Quaker Oil Company has com- 
pleted No. 8 on the Sophie Boling land, 
section 28-17-12, south end of the Glenn 
pool in the mid-continent field, the in- 
itial production being 200 barrels. The 
Volunteer Oil Company’s No. 4 on the 
Bruner 20-acres, section 29-18-12, Tan- 
eha extension, made 1,000 barrels after 
a shet. No. 5 is in the course of drill- 
ing. 

Prospects of a new development in 
the mid-continent field, similar in char- 
acter to the Glenn pool, have been 
opened by the bringing in of a third 
well in the field seven miles southwest 


of Haskell, which was credited with 
1,600 barrels a day in the 1,500 foot 
sand. The gusher is the property of 


the Viemar Oil Company, and is said 
to equal the initial capacity of the two 
wells of the Gulf Oil Company half a 
mile south. 


In the old Wood county field of 
Ohio the Ohio Oil Company drilled in 
an 80-barrel producer in No. 12 on the 
A. E. Lashaway, section 24, Liberty 
township, and right in the center of the 
old development. The good wells that 
are found of late are on crevice order. 
The Montgomery & Stitt gusher in 
Middleton township, same _ county, 
which produced 460 barrels the first 
seventy-two hours, is regarded as an 
indication that the pay sand is not yet 
drained of its product. 


Late developments have disclosed the 
probability of a continuous stretch of 
the oil-bearing formation between the 
McKitterick and Tremblor fields of Cal- 
ifornia, and with the proposed exten- 
sion of operations along this territory 
an unbroken line of derricks will be 
seen for nearly one hundred miles. A 
new pipe line will shortly be construct- 
ed over this section by the Independ- 
ents and the Union, which system is 
expected to prove a_ solution of the 
transportation problem. 


On Elm run, Grant district, Ritchie 
county, W. Va., the South Penn Oil 
Company has shot its No, 11 on the E, 


J. Smith farm, and it responded by, 
producing 100 barrels the ensuing 24 
hours. No. 15, on the same farm, has 


been drilled to a depth of 2,500 feet and 
failed to find the Berea grit formation. 

In Rush Creek township, Fairfield 
county, Ohio, the Bremen Oil and Gas 
Company is starting a second test on 
the J. W. Hufford farm, located three- 
fourths of a mile southeast of Bremen. 
There are now but five wells in the 
Bremen field credited with a produc- 
tion of 50 or more barrels a day. 











One mile east of Alliance, Eagle dis- 
trict, Harrison county, W. Va., the 
South Penn Oil Company has drilled 
its No. 3 on the Phoebe Webb farm into 
the Gordon pay and the well produced 
215 barrels the ensuing 25 hours. 

The week’s summary of operations in 
the fields of West Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky and 
illinois shows 253 completions, 60 dry 
holes and 8,240 barrels of new produc- 
tion, against 279 completions, 67 dry 
holes and 10,679 barrels of new produc- 
tion for the former week. 


William F. Thomas, of 
Ind., superintendent for the Standard 
Oil Company in that State, has been 
quoted as stating that if producers con- 
tinue to abandon wells at the same 
rate during the next four years that 
they have during the past tour years, 
since he has been in Indiana, there will 
be no need of a pipe line to carry away 
the oil. He further said that he never 
saw such a slump in any field in which

he was located. There are three rea- 
; sons for abandoning old wells in that 
field. First, the wells are small, sec- 
ond, the gas pressure is weakening 


rapidly, and there is no let up in the 
flood of salt water that must be lifted 
every twenty-four hours. If a _ well 
breaks down, it will sometimes be a 
week or two after it is started up be- 
fore the producer will see a barrel of 
oil from it. 


The Philadelphia Company’s gusher 
on the 3enjamin Anderson farm, 
in the Shinnston field at  Harri- 
son county, W. Va., has begun to 
weaken. The production for the 24 
hours ending a few days ago was a 


little above 1,300 barrels, after holding 


up between 1,650 and 1,750 barrels for 
several days. The production of the 
four big wells on the same farm has 


decreased from 2,460 to about 2,000 bar- 
rels. The money value of the oil from 
the biggest well alone was placed at 
$2,686, and from the four wells, $3,876.90 
a day. The value of the farm owner's 
one-eighth royalty was increasing his 
fortune at the rate of $484.60 a day. 
No other such rich producing spot has 
been found in the lower southwest since 
the discovery and development of the 
old Elk Fork pool in Tyler county. 
The output of the entire Shinnston pool 
has also declined, a late report placing 
it at 3,000 barrels a day. 


Notice of the sale of the business of 
the Waiers-Pierce Oil Company in 
Texas in the near future, provided a 


proper price is offered therefor, and the 
announcement that an inventory of the 
property may be seen at the office of the 
receiver, Robert J. Eckhardt, at Taylor, 
Texas, have been advertised in the 
public press of this city. On January 


18 last the United States Supreme Court 
allirmed the decision of the Texas 
courts fining the Waters-Pierce com- 


pany $1,623,900 and ousting it from the 
State for violating the Texas anti-trust 
law. It was charged that the company 
had conspired with the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey to control the 
oil business of the State. Justice Day, 
who announced the decision, said the 
company’s property in Texas amounted 
to more than $40,000,000 and its divi- 
dends ran as high as 700 per cent, a 
year. The company paid the fine on 
April 24. With costs it amounted to 
$1,808,753.95. Of this amount the State 
treasury was enriched in the sum of 
$1,718,166.30, and the prosecuting attor- 
ney received the remainder, or $90,487.65, 
as a fee. 





(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
For More Uniform Action by Col- 


lectors of Customs, 
Washington, Sept. 3, 1909. 

Acting Secretary of the Treasury Rey- 
nolds has issued a circular letter of in- 
structions to collectors of customs at all 
ports which will be examined with inter- 
est by importers in all lines. Heretofore 
collectors who have been dissatistied with 
the decisions of the Board of General 
Appraisers in cases arising at their ports 
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frequently have ignored the standing reg- 
ulations and have taken appeals without 
consulting the Treasury Department. The 
result has been much confusion, especially 
in cases in which negotiations between the 
importers and the department have been 
pending. lhe department usually has sus- 
tained the action of the collectors, though 
sometimes reluctantly, and occasionally 
the government has been called upon to 
meéet the cost of unnecessary litigation in 
which it has been defeated. 

The Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
has decided to enforce the standing regu- 
lations concerning appeals and therefore 
has forwarded to all ports copies of the 
following letter to the collector of cus- 
toms at New York:— 


“The department is in receipt of your letter 
of the 23d inst., in which you report that, in 
compliance with the request of Mr, D. Frank 
Lloyd, deputy assistant attorney-general, you 
have taken an appeal from the decision of the 
Board of United States General Appraisers 
of the 31st ult., G. A. 6925, T. D. 29930 . 
“While the department is of the opinion that 
the board’s decision under consideration should 
be reviewed by the United States Circuit Court, 
and your action in this regard is approved, it 
is essential that there shall be uniformity of 
practice in the classification of imported mer- 
chandise at the various ports, and, to this end, 
it is important that appeals from decisions of 
the board should appear in the weekly Treasury 
Decisions. ; q 


“In view of the foregoing, you are directed 
to continue the practice which has prevailed 
for a number of years, in harmony with the 
opinion of the Attorney-General embodied in 
the department s letter of August 3, 1905 (T. 
D. 16370), and to take no appeals from de- 
cisions of the board unless specifically  in- 


structed by the department 

‘Whenever, in your opinion, an appeal should 
be taken from a decision of the board, you are 
directed to submit the matter to the ‘depart- 
ment for appropriate instructions.’’

While spot business has shown ho 
material expansion during the past 
week, there has been an_ increased 
inquiry for future requirements. Many 
consumers have signalized their confi- 
dence in the trade outlook by placing 
contracts over 1910, Probably the great- 
est activity along this line has been in 
soda ash, caustic soda, bleach and the 
heavy chemicals as a class, the orders 
emanating from the glass, paper, soap 
and textile industries. Production of 
the heavy chemicals is running free at 
the moment, but trade expressions 
seem to intimate that a gradual in- 
crease will have to be made in order 
to keep abreast with specifications. The 
week under review has not been pro- 
ductive of many important price 
changes. Domestic makers of oxalic 
acid have advanced their prices to a 
parity with foreign goods held in store 
and the market has presented a stead- 
ier appearance. The advance in price 
of the metal has proved a stimulating 
factor in the nitrate of lead market, 
and holders express firmer views for 
spot goods. White arsenic has contin- 
ued in its usual dormant state, with 
values nominally unchanged. Carbon- 
ate of potash is reported rather free on 
spot, but dealers show no disposition 
to offer at concessions. Bleach is in 
active request, both for spot and con- 
tract wants, and all brands are finding 
ready sources of distribution, Chloride 
of barium is offered at store at $35.75, 
arrival is quoted at $35. No goods are 
said to be on dock at the moment. A 
detailed market report of the principal 
items of chemical interest are indicated 
below, together with a summary of the 
Liverpool, London and Antwerp chem- 
ical market. 
Heavy Chemicals. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—There 
have been no unusual developments to 
prompt interest in this chemical. The 
market is uniformally steady with de- 
mand well distributed. Aside from reg- 
ular contract shipments, sales have 
been reported both for prompt and for- 
ward deliveries. Makers ask Ic. for 
bulk, 1.10c. for kegs f. o. b. works, and 
an advance of .20c. all around for goods 
delivered in this section, less usual dis- 
count terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The con- 
suming demand has continued active, 
and the week has shown no perceptible 
decrease in the volume of business. Ar- 
rivals are moderate and have largely 
passed into consuming channels, thus 
preventing any heavy accumulation of 
desirable stock. Prices are fully main- 
tained on the basis of 1.30@1.35¢c. for 
small lots of standard makes, accord- 
ing to seller, brand and terms of sale. 
Car lots of English and German are 
held at 1,.25ec. and 1.20c., respectively. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Withdrawals on 
existing contracts have constituted the 
bulk of the week's shipments, and the 
market, while steady, is devoid of par- 
ticular feature. Makers quote small 
lots of spot goods at 1.75@1.80c. on the 
basis of 60 per cent. for 70@74 per cent. 
and 60 per cent. at 1.85@2c. Car lots are 
available from 1.72%@1.82\6c., according 
to test. Powdered is quoted at 2%@3c., 
as to test, quantity and point of deliv- 
ery. 

SALT CAKE.—Further new business 
is said to have been placed for delivery 
over this and next year, and makers 
describe trade conditions as quite sat- 
isfactory. The market is firm at prices 
ranging from 40@42c., according to 
quantity and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—Contract distribution is 
progressing steadily under a seasonable 
demand from the various consuming in- 
dustries. Spot sales show no unusual 
activity, but the aggregate of small 
transactions is reported satisfactory. 
Makers quote .60c. and up f. o. b. for 
barrels, less the usual discount terms. 
Spot lots of concentrated are available 
on the basis of 1%c. and up, according 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale, 

SODA ASH.—An improved demand is 
reported for this chemical and several 
heavy contracts, covering requirements 
over 1910, are said to have been placed. 
The paper, glass an@ soap industries 
are well represented in inquiries and 
the market reflects a firm tone with 
prices unchanged. Light 58 per cent. in 
bags is quoted at 77c. in ear lots and 
less than car lots up to 92%c., on the 
basis of 48 per cent. Barrels are held 
at 824%4c.@$1, as to quantity. 

Acids, 

ACETIC.—Makers’ views are main- 
tained on the basis of previous quota- 
tions, but actual business is reported 
light and more or less routine in char- 
acter, Contract shipments to the paint 
and allied industries are seasonable 
and well up to the usual average. Spot 
28 per cent, is held at 2.35c. for car lots 
and 2.50c. for smaller quantities, 
MURIATIC.—Quiet trade conditions 
have prevailed in this market and. 


aside from regular contract shipments, 
there has been little important business 
Spot goods are quoted at 1.15c.

NITRIC.—Current trade _ conditions 
remain rather quiet and the local mar- 
ket reflects a comparatively tame ap- 
pearance, The unsettled situation in 
crude materials has had no apparent 
effect on the product and acid prices 
are steady on the basis of previous 
quotations. Makers quote at 3%@4'ee. 
for 36 degrees, depending on seller and 
quality. 

OXALIC.—Domestic makers have es- 
tablished their prices at a parity with 
foreign goods and the market appears 
to be a shade firmer all around, ‘'rhere 
is little to note in the way of heavy 
purchases, but small spot operations 
are reported from 7% to 8c., according 
to brand, quantity and seller. 

SULPHURIC.—The market shows no 
material variation. The movement on 
existing contracts furnishes the chief 
source of activity and shipments for 
the month just ended are said to be of 
satisfactory proportions. Supplies are 
moderate and prices are firm, Spot 
goods are held at $1 for 66 degrees and 
y0e. for 60 degrees. 

TARTARIC.—Values remain steady 
at the recent decline and the market 
reflects a fair degree of activity under 
a moderate demand. Seasonable ship- 
ments are reported on standing con- 
tracts and supplies in first hands are 
kept well within bounds. The trading 
basis is operative at 24%@2éic. for crys- 
tals and 24%@25\4c. for powdered, ac- 
cording to quantity, seller and terms of 
sale. Cream of tartar is held on the 
basis of 21%@22c. for crystals and 22 
@22%c. for powdered, as to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. Kegs of both 
varieties are held at %e. higher. 

Miscellaneous, 

ACETATE OF LIME.—A continued 
quiet market prevails for this chemi- 
eal. A moderate movement is reported 
on existing contracts, but there is 
little new business to note either for 
domestic or foreign consumption. Deal- 
ers quote 1.75@1.s0c. for gray, accord- 
ing to quantity. 

ALUM.— More disposition is apparent 
on the part of the paper and textile 
industries to anticipate future wants 
und a fair run of contracts covering 
requirements over 1910 is said to have 
been placed. Spot sales are moderate, 
but the movement on existing agree- 
ments is steady and the market re- 
flects a firm tone. Dealers quote 1.75 
@zc. for lump, 1.85@2c. for ground, and 
s@4c. for powdered, as to quantity, 
dealer and terms of sale. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—Local_ dealers 
report a fair demand for moderate 
lots and more inquiry for future ship- 
ments. The movement on outstanding 
coitracts is keeping supplies at a com- 
paratively low degree and the market 
rules steady at 4%c. for drums and 5%c. 
for carboys in car lots for 26 degrees, 
small quantities commanding the usual 
premium. 

ARSENIC.—There have been few 
inquiries emanating from the glass in- 
dustry up to the moment and the sit- 
uation has offered little of new feature 
to note since our last report. The un- 
favorable conditions which have char- 
acterized the glass industry during the 
first half of the year have been fully 
reflected in the arsenic market. At this 
period there is usually an inclination 
to book contracts over the coming year, 
but so far there has been little evi- 
dence of any such proceeding. The 
demand is dull and the spot price is 
unchanged at 2%c. Prompt shipments 
range from 2%@2%c., according to 
brand, quantity and seller. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—While the market 
reflects a fairly steady tone, there is 
little in the way of activity which calls 
for important comment. Aside from 
withdrawals on contracts, the demand 
is light and more or less routine in 
character, The trading basis is 
operative at 4%c@4lec., as to brand, 
quantity and seller. 

BRIMSTONE.—The current move- 
ment is chiefly confined to standing 
contracts, although it is stated that a 
freer run of inquiries have been noted 
of late for both spot and future wants. 
Governing conditions show no material 
change. Spot goods are held at $22@ 
22.50 per ton, according to point of de- 
livery. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—Quiet 
trade conditions have prevailed 
throughout this market and little of 
supplementary interest is to be re- 
corded, The week's arrivals are fairly 
free and the situation is more or less 
easy, although values remain without 
perceptible change. Spot goods are 
available at 34@3%c. for 80-85 per cent, 
calcined, 4%@4%c. for 96-98 per cent. 
calcined, and 44@4%c. for 80-85 per 
cent. hydrated, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—Holders main- 
tain former views and the market re- 
flects a fair degree of activity under 
an improved demand for moderate 
lots. Recent arrivals have been light 
and no material accumulations are said 
to exist in first hands. Ordinary 45 to 
90 per cent, is quoted at 3%@5%c. New 
process electrolytic 90 per cent. is held 
at 6c. for 10 drums or more, 64%@6\4c.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Creosote Oil. 


The protestants in this case brought 
into the port of Port Townsend certain 
iron drums containing creosote oil. Upon 
these drums the collector levied a duty of 
45 per cent. under paragraph 193 of the 
tariff act of 1897, The question as to the 
dutiable character of the contents of the 
drums was not at issue. Creosote oil be- 
ing free, if the drums are the usual cover- 
ings of the creosote oil, they should there- 
fore be admitted free of duty. Fernan- 
dez'’s case, G. A. 5172 (T. D. 23853). The 
collector bases his action upon a provision 
of section 19 of the customs administra- 
tive act of 1890. 

Sec. 19. If there be used for covering 
or holding imported merchandise, whether 
autiable or free, any unusual article or 
form designed for use otherwise than in 
the bona fide transportation of such mer- 
chandise to the United States, additional 
duty shall be levied and collected upon 
such material or article at the rate to 
Which the same would be subject if sepa- 
rately imported. 

_The question presented, like most ques- 
tions arising under the tariff law, was a 
mixed one of law and fact. That is, after 
the Board had learned the facts from the 
testimony with reference to the importa- 
tion of creosote, it became a question of 
law as to whether or not these facts con- 
stitute the iron drums in question unusual 
articles or forms designed for use other- 
wise than in the bona fide transportation 
of such merchandise. It has been held by 
the board, and is now settled law, that, 
to be subject to duty as unusual cover- 
ings must not only be unusual, but must 
be designed for use otherwise than in the 
bona fide transportation of the merchan- 





ge. Polimann’s case, G. A. 4649 (T. D. 
21961). 

The facts in this case, briefly stated, 
are that creosote oil is imported into 
some 16 different ports of the United 
States; in all of these ports it is imported 
in wooden barrels or casks, into 4 of such 
ports it is imported in iron drums, into 
2 in tank vessels; that during the fiscai 
year ending June 30, 1908, approximately 


two-thirds of all the creosote oil import- 
ed was imported in tank vessels, approxi- 
mately one-fourth in wooden barrels, and 
one-tenth in iron drums; that prior to the 
year 1904 it had been imported in iron 
drums in but negligible quantities, if at 
all; that the foreign cost of the drums in 
question is about one-sixth more than the 
cost of the creosote which they contain; 
that the drums, after being emptied of 
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creosote, are sold to the Standard Oil 
Company and the Union Oil Company for 
@pproximately what they cost the import- 
ers. 

The fact that the drums cost more than 
the commodity which is imported in them, 
and that they are sold to the oil com- 
panies for approximately their cost ren- 
dered it, in the Board’s opinion, quite 
conclusive that the drums in question are 
designed for use otherwise than in the 
bona fide transportation of the creosote. 
In other words, it is quite clear that, it 
the importers did not have in mind and 
purpose the sale of these drums to the oil 
companies for the transportation of oil, 
they would not use them; for it is dis- 
closed by the testimony that, were they 
not able to dispose of the drums at ap- 
proximately the price they do, the creo- 
sote imported in them would be too ex- 
pensive for the use to which it is put. 
But this is not enough to render them 
dutiable. They must also be unusual, 

Every provision of the tariff law is uni- 
versal in its application. That is, it ap- 
plies to all ports alike; and, in determin- 
ing what is the usual covering of any 
merchandise, it is necessary to consider 
the covering used to import that mer- 
chandise into all of the several ports of 
entry in the United States. In other 
words, if a certain commodity is imported 
into the port of New Orleans in a cer- 
tain covering, and into all the other ports 
in a different covering, that covering 
coming into the port of New Orleans is 
unusual. Tested by this rule, the facts 
stated above clearly make the covering 
in question an unusual one. Tested again 
by the proportion of creosote brought 
into the United States in iron drums and 
that brought in in other ways, the cov- 
ering is unusual. In determining the us- 
ual or unusual character of the covering 
the excessive cost of the covering used 
in this case, and the fact that it becomes 
a vehicle for permanent use in conveying 
merchandise throughout this country and 
is acquired by those using it at a much 
lower price than it otherwise could be, 
were pertinent for the board’s considera- 
tion. More than 12,000 of these drums 
have already been purchased by the 
Standard Oil Company. If these drums 
are not dutiable as unusual coverings, 
thousands of them, otherwise dutiable, 
will enter into the commerce of this coun- 
try and compete with similar articles of 
domestic manufacture upon terms not 
contemplated by the tariff law. Another 
fact upon which the evidence was not 
so clear, but which the board thought 
was fairly established, was that very lit- 
tle, if any, creosote had been imported in 
iron drums prior to or at the time of the 
passage of the act of 1891. Greenbaum’s 
case, G. 17 (T. D. 10467); Oberteuffer 
v. Robertson (16 U. S. 499) 

The protests of the Pacific Creosoting 
Company were therefore overruled. 





Calcined Bones. 


The merchandise which is the subject 
of this protest was invoiced as ‘‘steamed 
bone dust for fertilizer purposes.’”’ It was 
returned by the appraisers as ‘‘bones cal- 
cined,’’ and was assessed for duty at the 
rate of 30 per cent ad valorem under the 
provisions of paragraph 449 of the tariff 
act of July 2, 1897. Free entry was 
claimed by William H. Masson, of Balti- 
more, under either of paragraphs 499, 
569 or 639, or in the alternative that the 
merchandise is dutiable at either 10 or 20 
per cent ad valorem under the provisions 
of section 6 of said act; but the only 
claim in the board’s opinion which merits 
consideration was that under paragraph 
499, as from the testimony of the only 
witness in the case, a member of the im- 
porting firm, it was evident that the pur- 
pose is to establish that the merchandise 
is bone dust or bone ash, fit only for 
fertilizing purposes. 

There were two samples with the rec- 
ord, exhibits 1 and 2; the former, the of- 


ficial sample, drawn by the appraisers, 
and the latter submitted by the protest- 
ants as being part of the importation. 


These two samples differed very materi- 
ally. The official sample showed the 
crushed bone of much larger pieces than 
the importer’s sample, and altogether free 
from dust. 

The witness described of 
production as follows:— 

The bones are taken from the meat and 
put into large caldrons under steam press- 
ure, and are steamed to such an extent 
that nothing but the fiber is left of it, 
and all of the life of the bone has been 
taken out; then it is crushed and nut in 
large calciners, where they are put into 
ashes—burnt into ashes—and if there is 
any of the ammonia left in it, sulphate of 
ammonia is produced from the fumes of 
the ammonia and bone. 

There seemed nothing to justify the 
conclusion that the bones are crude, and 
in the board’s opinion it is equally ap- 
parent that in the condition imported, es-

pecially as represented by the official sam- 
ple, the merchandise is neither bone dust 
nor bone ash, fit only for fertilizing pur- 
poses, for the witness admitted that 
as imported the merchandise is not in 
condition ready for use as a fertilizer. 

A similar question was disposed of by 
the board adversely to the claim of the 
protestants in G. A. 4937 (T. D. 23092), and 
later affirmed by the courts. In _re Gard- 
ner (72 Fed. Rep., 494, and 84 Fed. Rep., 
337)

‘big importation consisted of 111 bar- 
rels of umber. The importers claimed 


that duty was ‘assessed on certain of the 
barrels on the basis of an_ excessive 
weight due to the absorption of sea wa- 
ter during the voyage of importation. 

It was found that there had been an 
extraordinary absorption of sea water by 
16 barrels marked with a cross by the 
United States weigher, on the weights re- 
turned. The average weight of the bar- 
rels appeared to be 350 pounds. 

The protest of A. B. Ansbacher & Co. 
was sustained as to the said 16 barrels of 
umber, and the collector was instructed 
to reliquidate the entry by making an 
allowance in duty equal to the difference 
between 350 pounds and the weight of the 
16 barrels as found by the weigher. The 
protest was overruled in all other por- 
tions cf the merchandise. 


Chrome Green. 


The appraisers returned the merchan- 
dise involved as ‘“chromoxyd, chrome 
green.’’ Duty was assessed tnereon at the 
rate of 4% cents per pound under para- 
graph 48, tariff act of 1897. Moses Mor- 
1is of Baltimore claimed that duty should 
have been assessed at the rate of 25 per 
cent, ad valorem under paragraph 3 of 
said act as a chemical compound. 

From an examination of the record in 
the case the board was satisfied that duty 
had been properly assessed on the mer- 
chandise. The protest was_ overruled.

Slow but persistent improvement 
continues to be noted in the local 
chemical dyestuffs market and, while 
the demand for immediate shipments 
is not above the average of previous 
years, the inquiries for new business 
are reported to be very numerous and 
the prospects for a very brisk trade are 
excellent. Of the chemical dyestuffs 
the only ones that have declined in 
value are two grades of antimony salt, 
which are slightly easier owing to a 
quiet demand, Owing to the continued 
strength of the basic metal the tin by- 
products are higher at one-half to one 
cent. Of the natural dyes sumac is 
easier owing to a light demand, but 
gambier is again higher in primary 
sources owing to large buying during 
the last half of August, the shipments 
during that period to the United States 
amounting to 1,150 tons. This is the 
largest amount that has been shipped 
in a fortnight to the local market for 
a great length of time. A cargo of 
about 150 tons is due to arrive at New 
York in about two to three weeks with 
the disabled Paythan due early in Octo- 
ber. <A detailed report of the market 
follows:— 

ALBUMEN.—Recent arrivals of egg 
albumen have been heavy and there 
is presumably sufficiently large stocks 
at hand to answer needs for some time 
to come. While the demand has im- 
proved slightly the market presents a 
quietly firm tone. Egg albumen is 
quoted at 52%4@72c. Blood albumen 
continues scare and firm at 25%@32c. 
ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—In com- 
mon with other chemical dyestuffs this 
market is reported by local interests to 
have improved slightly, but while 
prices are firm they are _ without 
change, Salt is held at 10@10.15c., oil 
at 11%@11%c. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—This market 
has been without important quotable 
change throughout the year, but dur- 
ing the week a slightly easier tone was 
noted. The movement is still routine 
and mostly confined to contract busi- 
ness. Quotations are now as follows:— 
154%@15%c. for 75 per cent., 12%@138c. 
for 65 per cent., and 11@11\%c. for 47 
per cent. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—In_ sym- 
pathy with the strong position of the 
basic metal the bichloride market has 
been advanced le, per pound during 
the week and the 50 degree descrip- 
tion is now quoted at 9%c., the 55 de- 
gree description at 11.40c. 

BICHROMATES.—The movement is 
still practically entirely confined to 
contract withdrawals, although new 
inquiries are reported to be more nu- 
merous. Prices are firm but unchanged 
on the basis of 8%@8\c. for bichro- 
mate of potash and 64@6%c. for bi- 
chromate of soda. 

CUTCH.—The question of duty is still 
undecided and it will apparently hang 
fire until it has been officially passed 
upon by the customs court. In the 
mean while prices are being quoted on 
the wide ranges of 5% s@7c for mat, 
54%@7c. for boxes and w%@gse. for 
slabs. The shipments , ns Rangoon 
from January 1 to August 16 to all 
parts were 2,050 tons, against 3,900 tons 
in 1908 and 5,050 tons in 1907 

DEXTRINE. — No further price 
changes were noted during the week, 
and the market at present is very firm, 
with a large movement noted in both 
foreign and domestic channels.

Eastern Petroleum Review. 
Montpelier, Ind., Sept. 1, 1909. 

Another week of active development work 
has passed in the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising Llli- 
nois, Indiana, Northwestern Ohio, Kentucky, 
Southeastern Ohio, West Virginia, Pennsylva 
nia and Southern New York. The drill, while 
not as active as some former weeks, shows a 
number of completed wells and a good pro- 
duction. Some are of the opinion that the oil 
business is destined to rather slacken for the 
coming year or so, but there seems to be great 
prosperity in sight for the large and growing 
industry all over the country. Work is to be 
revived in the California fields. Texas and 
Louisiana are doing their share, and Okla- 
homa when the proper time comes and the 
big owners of trunk oil lines are allowed to go 
ahead and put in pipe lines to handle and care 


for the entire production of that State. Plenty 
of oil is known to exist in Wyoming, but as 
yet the field is not ripe for the opening. Con- 


siderable capital has already been invested in 
wells, but there are no real markets for the 
product on account of the scarcity of railroads 
and the enormous cost to put in pipe lines 
through the country, otherwise it would no 
doubt be up among the great producing States, 

The Illinois field is really not developing out 
as the people were looking for. The counties 
of Crawford, Lawrence, Clark, Cumberland and 
Coles are doing nicely, but the impres- 
sion was that the counties mentioned were 
only a portion of the field, but since the open- 
ing up of the field a couple of hundred wildcat 
wells have been drilled in various sections of 
the State without meeting with any favorable 
results, which means that there is little doubt 
but the Illinois field, as a whole, has been 
— well defined. No extensions to speak of 

ave been made to the producing counties dur- 
ing the last two years, with all the outside 
work that has been done, Better than a mil- 
lion dollars have been expended during the last 
couple of years in drilling and acquiring leases 
in counties outside the producing counties 
mentioned, and it is safe to say that all told 
the wildcat wells put down would not furnish 
a daily production of 100 barrels. What the 
Mississippi Valley to the western section of 
the State will develop into yet remains to be 
seen, although close to fifty wells have been 
sunk along the western borders. There is lit- 
tle chance for the finding of any petroleum in 
the northern section of the State, but the 
southern part will no doubt furnish some pro- 
duction, especially in the coal regions. In the 
new Sandoval field, in Marion county, all in- 
terest is now centered in the well being drilled 
on the Thomas farm, just a mile west of 
Sandoval, in Jefferson county. The drought 
has seriously affected this section of Illinois, 
and water for the boiler had to be pumped a 
distance of 1,500 feet, which gave out, and ad- 
ditional pipe must be strung to another water 
pool a distance of 2,000 feet from the well. 
A slight showing of oil was found at the 
Thomas farm well at a depth of 1,480 feet, but 
the owners are going down after the deeper 
sand where the Bensoit farm well struck its 
good pay. The Stein well, near the Bensoit 
gusher, is now being sunk to a level with the 
Bensoit well in hopes of finding a similar pay 
sand. There are now ten 250-barrel tanks of 
crude at the Bensoit well, and much petroleum 
is being wasted awaiting for the completion of 
the pipe line from the well to a loading rack 
along the B. & O. Southwestern Railroad. 

In the Indiana field nothing of any impor- 
tance has been found in the older sections 
since the completion of the wildcat 100-barrel 
pumper near Union City in the eastern cen 
tral section of the State. Around the Oakland 
City field there is renewed activity, and the 
prospects are more than encouraging for quite 
an extensive field. But few dry holes are be 
ing found, as gas wells are more plentiful than 
are oil producers, but they are valuable as 
fuel, and a gas line is now being constructed 
from the gas field to Oakland City, and will 
be ready to furnish gas within a few weeks. 
Murphy & Heydrick’s well on the Cooper farm 
pumped 75 barrels, and No. 2, Yeager farm 
about 40 barrels. In Gibson county, ten miles 
io the south of Oakland City, John Markham 
drilled in a dry hole on the Tawle farm, in 
Barton township, and’ east of the Princeton 
field.

In the Pennsylvania and Southern New 


York districts there is a slight let up in oper- 
ations, and the territory is now pretty well 





drilled over, with no new territory in sight. 
The work in this old historical field will soon 
be confined to cleaning out and shooting the 
old wells to increase their production in quar- 
ters like the Canadian fields at Petrolia, On- 
tario. The wells when they are down to gal- 
; and quarts, instead of barrels, are good 
1y makers, as the Canadian field has 
proven for the last twenty-five years. 

In the Southeastern Ohio regions a large 
amount of work is under way, but no wells 
of any magnitude are being unearthed. The 
deep sand territory in Perry and Fairfield coun- 
ties furnished a number of completions during 
the week. All but a few came in light and 
there was an increase in the dry_ hole list. 
Inside of the defined area the producing for- 
mation was found to be regular. When it 
came to extending the producing limits con- 
ditions changed and many dry holes have been 
encountered. So many of the late completions 
have been light or dry that the production does 
not continue to show an increase. In Jefferson 
and Columbiana counties many tests were com- 
pleted during the week, but the results were 
not satisfactory. There is still a large amount 
of experimental work under way in both coun- 
ties. Near Chester Hill, in Morgan county, 
and Washington county as well, the shallow 
sand territory is being actively developed, 
the completions in that district outnumbering 
any other shallow sand district in Southeast 
ern Ohio, ; 

The sensation of the West Virginia field is 
the gusher drilled a week or so ago on the An- 
derson farm in the Shinnstown field in Har 
rison county. This well shows very great stay- 
ing qualities. The production of the well when 
first drilled in was better than 2,000 barrels, 
and late advices are that it still maintains a 
daily output of close to 1,600 barrels. The 
money value daily from this one well alone 
amounts to $2,636, and from the four wells 
on the farm a total daily income of $3,876.90. 
The farmer alone for his share or royalty of 
the oil receives $484.60 per day. No other such 
rich spot has been found in the West Vir- 
ginia field since the discovery and develop- 
ment of the old Elk Fork Pool in Tyler county. 
The Shinnstown pool now has a daily produc- 





tion of about 3,500 barrels. All attempts to 
extend this rich pool have been failures. Out 
of the many test wells drilled in the State 


during the year the Shinnstown pool has been 
the only discovery of any importance. De- 
spite the fact that many dry holes have been 
encountered, the search continues, In the old 
fields operations continue without abatement. 
The average size of the wells is small. Ter- 
ritory now under development is so light that 
it would not have received attention a few 
years ago. Few of those engaged in that 
kind of work are able to increase their pro- 
duction or maintain it at a given point. The 
LineolIn and Roane county fields are the only 
two outside of the Shinnstown pool that shows 
an increase in production. A large gas wel. 
has been drilled in by Julia Price in a test op 
the Offitt farm, on Morgans Run, Grant dis- 
trict, Doddridge county. This well shows a 
eapacity of 14,000,000 cubic feet of gas in 
24 hours, making the best well of the year. 
A 100-barrel well has also been found in 
Ritchie county, on Elm Run, Grant district, 
on the Smith farm, and is owned by the South 








Penn Oil Company.
